Che Empero2 not 
being thus ſatisfied, Keplyed, la ing: ThouWhoze,J am ta well 
infozmed of thy pꝛoteedings, and * the day and hour va _ 
a

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J ſaw thy deceivable Face, and therewithal, without all pity daſhed 
þer head againſt the ground, leaving her ſpechleſs, inſoanrh that all 
the Damſels, her airendants, thought ſhe had been quite bereft of 
life. Upon this, there aroſe up in the Court a mol pitiful out-cry, 
which the Counſellozs and other Attendants in the Court hearing, 
ran ſpedily to the Chamber, whereas they found this Lady in a 
Trance ; at which diſaſter all amazed, ſome ran to take up the dead 
Body of the Empꝛels, others took upon them to ſpeak unto the Em · 
peroz, thinking thereby to ſtay the fury of this undeſcrved tage, 

whole wozds unto him were as kolloweth: 

Alas (dead Ss beraign what may be t he cauſe of this pour ſudden 
paſſion in delivering unto danger of death, this ſo modeſt, chat and 
noble a Lady ? a Lady ſo beloved of all degrees, and in whom was 
never ſen the lcaſt ſpark of diſhonour, neither towards you no2 any 
in this Empire: Wherefoze our requeſt unto you is, that you would 
moderate pour wꝛong conceived anger againſt this harmleſs Lady. 
The Empero2 nothing kez all this relentiag, anſwered, Speak no 
moze, fo2 J know, J ſe, I hear how cunningly ſhe hath deluded me: 
therefozs move me no further, foz J am fully purpoſed to deliver 
her over to death, and he oz they who ſhall hereunco gainſay, J ſhall 
make him partaker in death with this wicked and di Strumpet. 

Theſe woꝛds were no ſoner uttered, but up roſe a Wozthy, Wiſe 


and Cauragious bold Baron, and ſpake unto the Emperoz ałter this 


manner, Right woꝛthy Sir, J could with you to be well adviſed befo2e 
poupzoc#d further againtt 4 ispour eſpouledWife, Sift: 
er to a gytat King, namelÞ Pepm R. of France, who when he ſhall 
hear of this wꝛong done to her, will out of a couragious heart, and a 
dzothcrly affection, muſter up all his Men of Mar, and ſuddenly ſur: 
p2i3e all our Towns, Houſes, Wives andThildzen,fozgettingWercy, 
and only purſuing revenge upon us fo2 theſe mercileſs and cruel 


- "deds unto his Siſter. Again,conſider on the other Ide, that the Lady 
is great with Child therefore it is dangerous ſo rudelv to ſmite and 


d her on this manner wherein you have pꝛoteeded againſt her: 
woꝛthy Baron having thus ended his advice, the Lady ſudden» 


I kel upon her knees befoze the Emperoz, and in tears very ſub⸗ 


ly and lamentably thus ſhe ſpake : 
Alas (amy Lozd) taks pity on an innocent Lady, fo2 I am ſo fre 


from any ebil ac, as J never ſo much as thought any evil againſt 


your 


— 
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your perſon 62 dignſty:at leaſt, my Loꝛd, if your compaſtion be quite 
diſtinct from pitying me, yet pity the fruit of my Body, fo J am 
great with Child by you,of which the Gods graut me a joyful delive- 
ry. Jf nothing can appeaſe pour anger towards me, then let my body 
be ſimpziſon'd in ſome trong Tower, till ihe time of my delivery, 
and then do with my body what pleaſeth you, ſo the fruit of my body 
may be kept fare. In this dalozous paſion ſhe ptoceeded lo far, 
that what with her aghs and tears following one the other, it 
would have grieved the ſtonie@ heart that ever refted in the boſome 
of the vileſt Tyrant that ever reigned. 

All this nothing moved the hard-hearted Emperoz, who was fs 
wholly bewitched with the Falſe and Traiterous Accuſation of the 
Arch ⸗ Pꝛieſt, that all Lenity ſer a-part, he burſt out in this manner: 
Thou falſe Strumpet, the Child thou goeſt withal is to me no joy, 
but rather great dionour ; fo2 thy behaviour and thy dilloyalty hath 
made ſuch a ſeparation between us, that noting thy diſlolute lite. thou 
hat made another partner in my love. The Courtiers perceiving 
nothing could mitigate the rage of the Emperoz, by a common con- 
ſent removed her out of his pzeſence into another Chamber, (hew- 
ing unto her all rhe labour they could, both in action and geſture, al- 
though her fair face was ſoze deſozmed and beſmeared with blood. 
Having thus conveyed her away, the Ladles that were attendants, 
ketched water to waſh her face, and did all they could to revive her 
per- dying ſpirits. Being thus in another Chamber, in comes 
Blandiman her *Squire, who beholding her in this digfigured man- 
ner, ko; very pity the water trickled down his cheeks, and at the

molt oł my power undertake. Sweet Lady follow my counſel, 
and free pour ſelf out of danger, fo2 be you allured, that if here 


you ſtay, the Empero will poſecute Revenge upog you, and In 


the end bzing you unto a ſhameful Death. 
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Unto this the ſo:rowful Lady made this Reply; "Ah Blandiman, 
I know thy fairhful ſervice towards me, but yer if J ſhould follow thy 
advice.and ſeal our of this Country ſetretly, it would argue me gull⸗ 
ty of all that Jnfamy the Empero2 thꝛoweth upon me, and thereby 
pield me guilty of the deed: Beliede me Servant, J had rather dye 
all the deaths the wozld can lay upon me, rather than to bear the 
blame of that wherein Jam innocent. 
By this time the Empero?'s Choler was ſomewhat pacifled, by 
means of his Lozds and Barons that attended, inſomuch that he 
cauſed Belliſant to be quickly hought befoze him: when ſhe was come, 
his heart trembled and frertedfo2 very anger that he durſt not put her 
to death, fearing rhe puiſlance and might of her Bꝛother R. Pepin, 
and therefo2e burſt fozth into theſe ſpeches:; Thou falſe and accurſed 
Woman, by whom mine Honour is bzought in Nueſtion : J take 
the Gods to witneſs, were it not fo2 thy Bꝛother's ſake, the valiant: 
Pepin King of France, J would make the fry in the fire, as an ex- 
ample to all fair Ladies,but fo2 his ſake J ſpace thy life,” and fozrh 
and hear thy judgment, Þ baniſh thee out of my Country and Em- 
pire, expꝛeſiy commanding. that without any delay,to mozrow thou de- 
part out of this City, and if thou ſhalt ever be ſeen here any moe, 
Jallure the thou thalt ſnffer death in all extremſty : Alſs, J fraighr: 
ly command thar none of my Country dare be once (o hardy as to 
give aid, oꝛ accompany you,ſave only your ſervant Blandiman, whom 
vou bzought with you out of France, Go, get the pꝛeſentiy out of my 
ſight, fo2 thou ſhalt never moze lleep in my bolome. The Emperoz 
having pꝛonounced ſentence againſt her, the Empꝛels Belliſant, at- 
companied with her ſervant Blandiman, ſpeedily haſted to hozſe. Be: 
ingrhus mounted, and then paſſing though the fair City towards 
one of the gates thertok, there met her people in greatmultſtudeg, ot 
all degrees, much lamenting the loſs of lo fair a Lady, and ſo-lovely 
an Emp:eſs.When ſhe came to the utmoſt part, even ready to go out 
of the gates of rhe City, there was heard ſuch a lamentable howling 
of mournſul voices, that the like was never heard in the City of Con- 
ſtantinople. UWhrn ſhe was out of the walls of rhe City, and but 
newly entred into the wide flelds ; ſhe began to fall into a womanly 
fit of bitter weeping,to ſg how ſhametully and diſhonourablyſhe was 
bandfed, cauſeleſs. Again, to think upon her birth, and the Imperial 
Dignity from whence ſhe was fallen, as alſo to account the migfoz-

glad of all manner of mean attire, my pꝛetious Stones of ineſtima- 

- ble value are all taken from me, and Pearls of Tears ſtand over all 
my garments. O you fields and woods, to you, J make my moan, fo: 
other company J have none,conſider mp exile, and help to bewail my 
misfo2tune : O would the Gods had pitied my diſtreſs, and made 
me the poꝛeſt among Creatures, then had not Foztune given me (g 
foul a fall, at lcaſt, my paz Eſtate would never have grieved me: 
Wherefoze doth the beauteous Sun lend kozth his beams on a wzetch 
ſo miſerable ? why doth the Earth bear luch a creature, that is com © 

_ poſedof calamities? It is not poſſible foꝛ my Tongue to tell out my 
hearts ſozrow: O wzetched man (whattoever thou art) that by thy 
wicked treaſon hath bzought me to this downfal, J may well curſe 
the with bitterneſs of heart, fo2 by the only am J made thus unfoz- 
tunate. Ah, my B2orher, what ſhouldeft thou do with ſuch a woful - 
wight to thy Siſter: It had been better J had neber ben bozn, than 
that J ſhould pꝛove ſuch a tain to thy Kingly Houſe. As ſhe was thus 
complaining to her ſecret heart, the anguich thereof ſtruck her into a 
ſwound as ſhe ſat on ho2ſc-back,and was ready at that inſtant to habe 

fallen off her hoꝛte, e' er her ſervant could alight end recover her; bur 
he uſed all the (p@edief n:icangfo! her recovery: at laſt ſhe coming un- 
ro her belt again, ge ſaid unto her: Alas Madam, be not ſo diſcomfozt» 
ed,nefther let deſpair lo far ſieze upon you, but truſt ye that the Gods 
will keep and defend you, ko; they are ready to aid and aſſiſt the inno · 
cent. Gaving thus (ſpoken, he ſuddenly ſpycd a fountain, towards the 
which, he and his Lady tok their way, and heing come nar thereun« 
to, he let her down thereby, to caſe and refreſh her long ober · tyred 
ſenſes. Here at this Spzing leave we the Lady and her Squire;and © 
turn we now to the traiterous Arch-Pyieſt, who was the cauſe of a 
theſe treacherous and evil praciſeg.

Lady (quoth Blandiman ) 
baniſh fear, fo2 if he come after us to do you further harm, J will 
encounter him body foz body, eben as long as life laſteth : By this 


time that they had ended their Spech each to other, the Arch-pzieft 


was ready to alight from his hoſe co ſalute the Lady in all courteous 
behaviour ; and after he had made himſelf known unto her, he began 
rs ſayunto her after this manner: 

Right dear Lady, and our late Honeured Empzeſs, dthente thy

Ha! (quoth the Lady) thou 
D\ſoyal and Trayterous Adverſary,J habe no great tauſt to beſſow 
Love, where my life hach ben put in ſcopar It is onely thou 
that halt wzought my oberrhzow, and thou it is Thar makeft me to 
fpend the remnant of my days in moze miſery then eber Lady is 
ableto induce. Lady (quoth he) utter not fo2th ſuch Curſes againf@- 
me, fo2 J am come to pou, not to ber 82 trouble you, but to heap 
upon you moze ſoys than eber pou as pet in all your Life enjoyed--- 
and in ſpeaking theſe wozds, he bended his body to the Lady, think- 
ing to have killed her; but Blandiman perceiving his intent, ſud- 
deuly ſtarted between them, and gave the Azch ; Pꝛieſt ſo mighty a 
Stcoak that he felled him to the Earth, and with the violence of the 
blow, bꝛoke out one of his Teth : The Arch-Ptieft had no ſoner- 
recovered himſelf from rhe g20und, but ſuddenly betok him to his 
ſoz), which Blandiman perceiving, betok him to a Glabe which: 
he had about him, whereupon grew a ſoze and dangerous fight be:

Busband The Werchant hearing her lamentable tale, pſtyed her 
Wiſery, and began thus unto the Azch-Piieft : Sir Pꝛieſt, leave off 
pour enterp2i3e,and dare not ſo much as to touch this innocent Lady, . 
fo2 if the Emperoz did but underftandrhſs villany, he would ſon end 
thy life in infamp,as thou well deſerbeſt. As ſon as the Arch · pꝛieſt 
had heard his ſpech,he fozſok his combar, and fled ag faft wr could: 
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thꝛough the wod, koz fear of being further known, being pꝛevented 
of his purpoſe toward the Lady, though he conveyed his body out of 
ght, vet his Uillanics were afterward dilcloled. Afrer his depar- 
ture the Lady was fo2ced to ſtap till in the wod all ſoxrowful, with 
her wounded ſervant.The Merchant ſaid with them ſome little time, 
bew ailing the hard hap of the Lady, yet comfozred her, ſaping, Alas 
Lady! J ſee that this Arch⸗Pzieſt hath fally betrayed you, and 
bꝛought you in hatred with the Emperoz,but J will pꝛomiſe you, that 
if J live J will bew2agall theſe treacheries to the Empero2,and bzing 
the Traitoz to a ſhameful death,and ſo taking leave, J commend you 
to the Gods, wiſhing that in theſe extremities you would be patient, 
and tomkoꝛt pour [elf in theſe your ſo2zrows : fo with many thanks 
fo2 his aid from Blandiman, the Merchant departed, 

The Merchant having left them, Blandiman ſet the Lady upon her 
hozſe, and himſelf on his, ſo riding on together, they came unto a 
Lodging lying in their way, where they remained eight days, during 
which time her ſervant was recovered of his woundg, and then ſet fo2- 
ward towards France, the Lady ſtill lozrowłul and complaining in 
this manner: Alas Blandiman, what may my Byother,ano the-Peers 
of France think of this, when they ſhall underſtand that J amexpelled 
Greece fo! ſuch a diſhonourable deed, and as a cominon Harlot, ba- 
niſhed from the Emperoz of Conſtantineple ? Alas ! J am perſuadeo 
that the King mp bzother will eaſily entertain it; that Jam guiltyof 
the deed, and in his anger care not to deliver me over ts death. Lady 
(quoth he) be not thus diſcouraged, but truſt in the Gods, who will 
revenge your injury,and pay it home upon the Offenders head. Du⸗ 
ring the time of theſe diſcourſes, they had paſſed many Countries 
and Regions, till at laſt they came into France, and paſſing by Orle- 
ance, they tok their way towards Paris, where King Pepin wag 
accuſtomed to ſojourn, So-entring into a Fozreſt near unto Ocle- 
ance; there hapned new Miſeries unto this Empꝛels, of which moze - 
hereafter enſuerh. ;

HowBelliſant in her Baniſnment, was delivered of two fairSons in the 
Wood, whoſe Names wereUalentine & Ozſon, & how ſhe loſt them.

Alas (quorh ſhe help, help, J ſay, ro ay me town 
ſoftly under onder great Tre; and when J am laid, make hate and 
find me the helpof women, whereſoever thou cant get any, fo2 J can 
go no further, my paing ſo much inc reale in multitudes upon me. 
Blandiman her ſcrvant did as ſhe tommanded, and fo2 that he knew 
not how to find the lame place again, he ct a [pectal mark, that he 
might rhe readier come thirher again and fo beraking him to Voz fe, 
he rode toꝛth ſwiftly ro lk ſomeWoman to help this diſtrededLady. 
be being gone, the Lady was left comfoztleſs all alone witheur 
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ſuccour of any creature, nd that at laſt ſhe was delivered of two fair 
Sons in the Deſolaze Foxreft. Theſe Child:en were ns ſoncr tome 
inte the Mozld, but a freth miſery, = than all the reft that the 
bad

had endured, happened to this Lady, fo? ' as lhe lay upon the tarth 
under the tre, and her two Inkants byher,ſuddenly tameto her a huge 
Bear, moſt terrible to behold, and tok up one of the Inkants in her 
Mouth, and with great pace haſted into the thicbcſt of the Fozreſt: 
This trange and unlokr fo2 Accident, frighted the diſtrelled Lady 
to the ſoul, that ſhe cryedout molt lamentably, getting up upon her 
hands and feet, to haſten after the atozefaid Bear, which was quickly 
got out of her ſight. But alas : it little availed her to make any kur⸗ 
ther purſuſt,fo2 ſhe never came unto the ſight of the Child, till by mi⸗ 
racle it was at length diſcloſed. So long wandzed this Lady up and 
down from place to plate, we ping and crying out fo2 her Child, that

Squſres, gave him the whole charge thercof, ſaying to him on 
this manner; Hold thee, bear thou this Jnfant to Orleance, ſee it 
baptized, p2ovide a god Nurſe ko; it, and let ir want nothing ap- 
„ - pertaining thereunto ; the King little fuſpecting that this Child was 
5 his Nephew. 

The Eſquire as the King had befoze commanded him, boze the 
Child to Oi leance,cauſed.it tobe baptized,and gave it his own name, 
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called Valentine. Akter, he ſought out a Nurſe ko; the Child, and 
gave it great attendance, acco2ding to the Kings command. This 
done, the King pꝛoteeded on his journey toward Conſtantinople, to 
ſez his lovely and beauttous Siſter Belliſant, but eer he could paſs 
though the Fozrelf, he chanced to meet with Blandiman, accompa- 
nied with a Woman that he had gotten to accompany his Lady in 


her greateſt Extremity of Child Birth: Blandiman eſpying the 


King, knew hi.z, and ſuddenly alighted from his Hoſe, doing 
his duty unto him, the King perceiving it to be Blandiman, agked 
what god News from Conſtantinople, and above the reſt, how doth 
our Siſter Belliſant? Blandiman anſwered: Moſt Gzacieus Sobe⸗ 
raign; J hing pou but little tydings, yer thoſe J bzing are bitter 
and ſharp: Foz (amongſt the reſt) J mult tell you ſtrange News of 
your loving Siſter, and how ſhe fares : wherefoze ſo it is, That by 
fozce of Treaſon, and falſe ſuggeſtion of the Curſed Arch- Pꝛieſt of 
Conſtantinople, pour Siſter is baniſhed out of rhe Emperoys Court 
and Dominions, and but fo2 the great mercy of the Loꝛdg of the Em: 
peroꝛ's court, and others, ſhe had been publickly put to death, and 
burnt to aſhes io the ſight of all the people, 

King Pepin having heard the lamentableRelation of Blandiman's 
repozt, being exceeding outragious and fierce in anger (and pet lo- 
rowful withal) bꝛake out in ſpeech molt bitterly againſt her, on this 
manner Now by the Gods, quoth he, J hold the Emperoꝛ no up: 
right Judge in that he ſpared the life of my Siſter : ko J ſwear,that 
if J had her here now in my poſſeſſion, J would not rc, till by death

ons, but turning its holes head, ſoxrow overcame his courage, and at 
laſt made him beak fo2th into theſe woꝛds: Ha(quoth he) how many 
men are deceived in women?

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Eternal diſhono2. And lo in that diſtruſt and melancholly, K. Pepin 
returned again towards Orle ance. _ When Blandiman perceived the 
courage of the Ring to be thus daunted ; he durſt relate no further 
news of the Lat y Belii/ant, but leaving rhe King, tok his wap to- 
wards the Tre,where he lately lekt her in great pain of Child birth: 
being cone thither, he ſought her every where, but could hear no 
tydings of her: wherekoze being lozrowlul, he knew not what way to 
take. 

Being in this Extaſie, at laſt he tyed up his Hoz ſe to a Thozn⸗træ, 
and began again to make a narrower [earch than be foze 3 wherein he 
was lo vigilant, that anon he eſpyed her, finding her flat upon the 
earth, in a manner [pechleſs fo2 very grief of heart that ſhe had loft 
her Child, which the Bear had violently boze away from her. Blandi- 
man being glad, that now at laſt he had found her, kindly embzaced 
her, and taking her up fn his arms from the cold Earth, let her upon 
her kt, and began thus unto her: Alas (dear Lady and Miſtreſs) 
how happened you to ſtray thus far from the place J left you in? 

The Lady looking upon him witha ghaltly countenance, replyed

in any point; wherefoze once again J am foʒe ed to cry out fo2 venge⸗ 
ence upon the Dffenders head, whoſoever. Firſt, koz mp Diſgrace ; 
nert, fo2 my Baniſhment, and now laltly fo2 the loſs of my two 
Babes, illued from rhe Blod Ropal of the Emperoz of Conſtanti⸗ 
nople : but letiug all theſe mileries have even ryred themſelves upon 
my very heart, come Death, and finiſh what ſ62rows do but pꝛo⸗ 
long. All this while Blandiman was ear-witneſs of all theſe pite⸗ 
ous plaints, inſomuch that he grew even weary of her wailing fn 
the belt manner be could, comkozted her dying Spirits, by falling to 
intreat her, that ſhe would ſomewhat give over her moans, and be⸗ 
take her ſelf to her feet: whereunto ſhe gave content, he acompanied 
with a woman he had bzoughr with him, came into a Neighbouring ©

where now we ſhall be fozced to leave them wich ſozrowful hearts 
and return again to ſpeak ſomething of the Bear, that carried away 
one of the Childzen.

-Nap, nay, ſaid the Emperoz, ſpeak not evilly againſt your Siſer , 
fo: Fam now fully perſwaded, that ſhe is compoſed of all vertue and 
ene hanely, and that againſt all equity, J have baniſhed her out of my 
Country. Think you ſo now ?  quoth K Pepin) then are you wozthy of a 
double ſhame, and you do bewzay unto the wozld youv weakneſs, - 
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what great foliſhneſs remains in you; when as by the repozt of one 
man, and that a Trayto2 tos, you would with uch rigoz pꝛocted againſt 
an innocent Lady, and ſo ſuddenly (like a common Yaxlotd thꝛow her 
out into baniſhment, ſhame, and diſhonour, being ot the Blood Kopel ot 
France.

Luch a deteſtable crime againT you, my Lady your Siſter, and rhe reſidue 


of theſe great Nobles your attendants : Let it ſuffice, that J behold my 
own folly : what ſhall J lay? J can but crave pardon foz my fault, and 
give my ſelf into your hand, and do to me whatſo:ver pleaſeth vou: and 
ko u further ſatisfaction, J render up into your hands my Empire, with 
als the Regality thereunto appertafning, fo: Jam altogether unwoꝛthy 
»$0 rule an Empire, that am not Maſter of mine own affections. Take 
it J ſay, foz J will no longer be ſerved; but during the reſt of my like, 
will become a ſervant to thee oz any, lo; no better have J deſerved. Ning 
Pepin perceiving the Empero! ſo paſſionate, and ſo humble⸗minded, kind: 
Irx took him from the ground; and befoze all his Lozds, freely fozgave him 
all Treſpaſſes. So that befoze they parted, there was a general Peace 
concluded on borh*parties between them, and a molt (peedy courſe 


taken to ſend ab2oad into all parts of the wo2ld, to ſeek out the diſtreſed 
Lady Belliſant. Thus all things ſetled in ozder, King Pepin pzepared to 


take his leave of the Emperoz, and fo returned back again into his own 
Country. 
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How Kiog Pepin returned from Tonfſtantinople into France, and after 
ſailed to Rome, to fight the Sarazens that had ſurprized the City, 
HK Pepin having taken his leave of Conſtantinople (ag you habe 
heard) after a long journey, arrived in France, and fo to Orleance, 
to rełreſh hig long andtyrid Spirits, tofſed to and fro in melancholly and 
heavy cogitations, fo2 the wokul milchance bekallen unto his Siſkter Bel- 
lant. Being thus ſafely arrived, and ſeated at Orleance; the King 
was right joyful. that at rhe laſt he had attained the place he (omuch de⸗ 
fired, by reaſon that it was one of the goodlieſt Fozreſts in the Realm 
of France. Being (as J laid) tome hither, he cauſed great Banguets to 
be made foz his welcome home z which was at tozdingly perfouned.

King, ſaying unto his Majeſty on this manner: Dead Soveraign; 
Lo, here J p2eſent befo2zs you the pooz ©2phan that your Majeſty found 
in the Fozreft of Orleance, and the ſame Child which pou commanded me , 
to lee houghtup, not at mine own Erpence, Dꝛead Soveraign, but pour 
own, My Liege, the reaſon why J make tender of him unto you at this 
time, is, becauſe he is growing to Mans Eſtate ; and fo map it pleaſe 
your Wajelty, it is time to diſpoſe of him as you pleaſe : The King having 
heard the wozds of the Eſquire, called this Ozphan (named Valentine} 
unto him, and took him by the hand, and moved divers queſtions unto him, 
all which he anſwered with much modeſty, and great wildom and being 
raviſhed therewith, commanded that all his Cupboard of Plate ſhould be 
niben unto him. Mozcover (ſaid the King) J command that this ©z- 
phan Valentine be dearly pzeſerved and kept, fo2 that you ſhall perceive J 
reſpect him above common love; J will alſo, that this Inkant ſhall bs 
nouriſhed and kept with my Daughter Eglan ine, ſhe is both Fair, Wiſe, 
and well endowed with all the richeſt Gifts or Nature. a 
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The King having given this Command, t was accozdingly accompliſh - 


{nſomuch that they were voth under one Government, of one and the ſame 
Nurſe, and had one and the ſame Attendants: Yea, cverp way they ſoy⸗ 
ed one in the Company of the otjer, in ſuch wiſe, that ik the one was 
but a little abſent from the other, there waz a kind of TLamentation till 
they tame together again: but eſpectalls che Kings Daughter; who lo 
pondered on the pzudent Carriages of. the Ozphan, that He became in 
tobe with him; inſomuch that his abſence brought her into a thouſand: 
fears, and d2ave her melancholly and diſturbed thoughts, into a thouſand: 
toubts and jealoulleg. 

Now Valentine was ever p:atifing himſelf in Feats of Arms, as 
Hoſe, Azmoz, Juſts and Tarnaments ; (ill expoſing himſelf to all 
dangers whatſoever. The King wiſely beholding the fnclination of this 
Vouth, allotted unto him what his heart deſired, and ſurniſhed him with 
Armour, Hozſe, Lands, Revenu:s, and made him Lozd of rich Poſſelons.. 
Being thus furniſhed, there aroſe within the Court mam letret mutterings, 
whereby many people frerred ſo ſoze in envy towards Him, that they uttered: 
fozth many rep2oachful wozds againſt him, ſaying : That when he was 
at the beſt, he was bur a found, fray, pos2, baſe, without any known 
Parents oz Friends, of no gentle, no2 noble cock, and ſuch like: which 
when Valentine heard, he could rake no other revengsy: , but dt him down 
and weep : whole tears fair Eglant ine perceiving, would, in à tende 
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"Woman-like afedſon, accompany him, even pouring kozth her tears alſo

Valentine thus growing up in love of the Court, all this while his 
Bother Orſon runs in the Forreſt, all rough, and covered with hair , 
like a Bear, and leading the life of a beaſt ; where we leave him koz a while 
It ſo chanced, that there 


againſt the Sarezens enemies of the Bolp Faith, who had lately taken 
the City of Rome by violence : King Pepin underſtanding hereof by di- 
vers Letters received, addzeſſed himſelf and his powers, to make his re- 
diſtance againſt this common Enemy; And among the reſt of his wozthy 
Followers, he owained this Young Valentine a chick Commander. Fair 
Eglantine hearing that Valentine ſhould make one, became wondzous hea - 
by and ſo2rowful ; fo; that ſhe loved him moze than any other Creature, 


and ſecretly by Cealth, ſent a Peſſenger unto him to come and [peak with 


her. And when he came, ſhe ſighing, ſaid unto him: Alas Valentine, 
my love, now J am quite bereft of all my joy, fo2 J perceive you will 
betake pour ſelf to a dangerous Mar: Gentle Love, leave me not ſo delo- 
late, would to the Gods, that J had neither Father 102 Friend in the 
world to contradict my will, then ſhouldT thou ſoon perceive how well my 
affection ſtands to thy perſon : Foz if wiſhes might avail, J ſwear hy the 
Gods) thou art the only man J would ſoyn mo ſelf unto, in the bands of 
Marriage; and then ſhouldeſt thou be the King of France, and J Queen. 
The young man hearing her idle imagination; ſaid, Madam, leave 
theſe womanich dotages, vou know Jam no perſon fitting your eſtate, J 
am but a found ſtray, that your Father hath cauſed long time to be nouriſh: 
ed fo2 charity ſake. J am no way either fitting vou, oz the meaneſt 
Damoſel attending your perſon, make rour cholte elſe-where, and joyn 
Kopal blood unto yours, and lo with all duty J take ny leave; and com- 
mend pou to the Gods. Having thus ended his ſpeech, away he goes, 
leaving the pooꝛ Lady all heavy, deſolate, and in the midſt of mourning. 

By this the King and all his retinue were in a readineſs to depart , 
and taking their way from Orleance towards Rome, they went though 
a mighty Fozreſt, and being entred, the King called his Lozdg and 
Barons together, and ſaid thus unto them: My UL oꝛds . it is not unknown I 
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to you, that in rheſe Woods (as repozt goeth) there liveth a ſtrange. 
Monſter, a Wild-man, much fcared of Paſſengers. which ſpectacle of 
mans thape, J long to behold : bekoze J venture out any further upon 
our intended Uoyage to Rome. The Lo2ds generally conſented, andthe 
Chaſe was ſuddenly appointed. Being entred the Wood, they chaſed di- 
vers (ozts of wild-bealts; and overcame them: but as koz Orſon the 
wild man, none durſt adventure the finding fo2rh of him, ſave only his 
Bother Valentine {bur he knew nothing) and he followed ill the chaſe; 
| hoping at laſt both to End and to fight with him alſo. Every way they be⸗ 
| girt the Mood, ſome one way, ſome another: The King himſelf 
| benturing fo far, that he came bekoze a Tave, dark and obſcure, where- 
as the Wild man uſcd to hide Himſelf. Orſon perceiving rhe King, 
ruſhed out upon him, caught him wirhin his Nails (the which were 
| long and crooked) and in rough and rabenous manner, caft him on the 
| ground. The King thus ſuddenly ſurp2ized by a ſabage man; never lookt 
koz life, but in a pitcous- manner cryed out fo2 help, who was ſeconded 
by a valiant Knight at Arms, which elpying the King to be almoſt trang- 
led, ſuddcnly dzew his Swo2d to have run the Wild-man though. Orſon 27 
perceiving the g'ittering Swozd, lefr the King, and ran furiouſly upon 
the Knight. took him in his arms and overthꝛew him Ho2ſe and all. The 
Hozſe loze affrightcd, got up again, and in a mad fit ran up and down the © 
Foreſt; but ag foz the Rider, (thougha Knight at Arms) Orſon held 
him ſo faſt with his Twangs and Talons, that at laſt he pulled hem in 
pieces. In the mean ſpace the King elcaped. and meeting part of his Com» 
pany, related to them the great danger he had elcaped, and the fearful 
f Death of the Knight Theſe tydings much amazed the reſt of the Com- 

panp : pet being man kully r. ſolved, they joyned themlelveg together, and 
marched towards the Tave to mect with Orſon, and either to take him 
alive, 02 put bim to death in the Tabe. But being come thither, they 
found the Knight dead and tozn to pieces, bur Orſon they could not find,

Sothe King perciiving their labour loſt, gave over the Chaſe, and fer 
fozward toward Rome. After this, the King ranked his fozces into bat. 

4 tel-ray, and the great Enſign of France was given to one called Myllon 
Daugler, a very valiant Pzince, and a wiſe Leader, ſo that he and his two 

3 Bzethzen, Gervays and Sampſon, had the whole command of the Foztes 

5 that then were marching towards Rome. 


When they were come unto Rome, King Pepin defircd- battel, and 
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would kaln underſtand the ſtate that the City now ood in, under the con- 
queſt of rhe Sarazens, but it was told him he ſhould not be too inquiſitive 
of thoſe affairs; koz the Admiral of the Sarazens had ſurpꝛized the City, 
and put multirudes to the ſwozd, and had\poiled and defaced all the Church: 


es, and made them Temples fir fox their Heatheniſh Idols; and he con-

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ſtrained the Pope, with his Cardinals, Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Pziozs, 
Monks, Fricrs, and gil the Ectleũaſtical perſons, -fo2 to ſerve at their 
Heatheniſh Altars, and to ſacrifice to their Devils, after the cuſtom of 
the Heathens.” When King Pepin underſtood hereof, he was much cn- 
raged, to hear that the Thuſtians were thus captivated by Heatheng:

ſembled all his fozces he began to dzaw them into divers Squadzong, 
meaning thereby to give them a ſudden allault, fo2 his fury wag ſo great 
againſt thele Heatheniſh Sarazens, that he vowed revenge upon them; 
but taking better adviſe, he reſerved himſe!f and his Army fo2 a ſea« 
ſon. What after befel, ſhall be delivered at large, when fit occagon 
ſerveth our purpoſe. 
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How King Pepin beſieged Rome, and how Ualentine Juſted with the Ad: 

miral of the Sarazens, and flew him, whereby the City was relieved, 

and won again from the Sarazens. 
Ing Pepin being thus come to Rome, beſieged it, and after ſome 
few days ſpent, he called about him his Barons, Knights, and 
mighty men of ar, and began to ſpeak unto them in this manner: 
My Tozds and followers, you well know that this Hearheniſh Admiral, 
Enemy to the Chziſtian Faith, and Church of Rome, hath put many 
Chiiſtians to the Swozd, and violently trodden under foot all ſuch as 
withſtod his power; thereſ(oze it is our Duties to commiſerate their ©: ate 
that are thus overthzown, and to try the koztune oł a Battle againſt choſe 
Heatheniſh ang, and either dzive them out of the City, oz leave our 
dead Carkaſſes as a Pꝛey, as many have done befoze. Wherefoze J Ning 
Pepin, reſting upon this reſolution, would fain find out a man to bear 
unto the Pzoud Admiral a Letter of defiance in my name. King Pepin 
Habing fini&ed his ſpeech, there was none amongſt them made him any 
anſwer to his requeſt. At length Valentine ſecing all ſtand mute, ſtepped 
foath befoze the Emperoz, and began to ſpeak on this manner: Mig 
Soveraign, ſo pou be pleaſed to give me leave, J (all undertake the

p The King hearing Valentine thus kozward, and of ſuch undoubted and 
3 valiant reſolution, was right Joyful; and all thoſe of his Pzincelyp 
7 train greatly mat velled at this his magnanimougſpirir. Hereupon the 
» King called fo2th unto him a Secretary, willing bim to dzav a Letter 
E of defiance, and deliver the lame to Valentine. Valentine prepared him⸗ 
— ſelf thereunro, and no ſooner had he received the Letters, but he took 
: leave of the King, and all his Train, and being b2avely moiintcd, be 
. took hig way towards Rome, and ſo to the Palace Cherc the Admiral lay, 
, So coming thither, he came befoze the Admiral, and laluted him after 
b this manner: The Gods pꝛeſerve the Noble and puiCant King Pepin, 
ö my Lo2d and Soveraſgn : and Mahomet whom thcu lerveſt, ſave and 
a defend thee, rcdoubted Admiral. hen Valentine tad thus (poken, che 
| Admiral rouzed him from his Chair, and with Ecrce and frowning bro, 


repfled thus unto him: Mellenger return, and get thee gone eur of my 
ſight, and ſay thus unto King Pepin, will him either to renounce his 
\Faſth, and believe on Mahomet, oz clfe let him look to receive no 
other ſentence than death; and lo deſtroy him, together with al his 
Lands and Kingdom: Get thee gene, and make þcre no longer above , 
go, Jſay, reply not a wozd, fo2 my heart is all enraged that lo long J 
lutfer thee. * 
Again, J tell thee, that fo2 thy part, thou hat committed a haughts 
enrerpziſe, thus to enter my Pailace, to deliver any ſuch Mellage u 
me. Ulhereſoze J aſſure thee, by the height of my Maſeſty, It that 
did aſſureviy know, that What thou haſt done were though pride of heart 
and infolency, thereby to make a mock at our Majeſty, thou ſhouldꝰ'ſt neber 
recarn to King Pepin, to carry an anſwer to thy pzoud Waſters Letters. 
Valentine hearing theſe hor and furious wowds ſounding from the Admiral, 
began to be afraid : TWhercfo2e dellberating with himſelf what to reply, 
he mildly ſaid, High and mighty Empero2z, do not imagine that by pzide 
oz pꝛeſummption J am come befoze you; fo2 when you ſhall under dand t 
manner ot my coming, vou will be aſkonled thercar. Why then (qus 
the Admiral) lay on, tell us how thou art come, fo2 J ſwear by Mzhomt, 
I chall rake great pleaſure in hearing thee relate thine enterpzize. Then 
(aſd Valentine, Sir, ſo it is, that J was accuſed to King Pepin gz 
a Coward, and that fince J came with him to this (War, J would fecreSa- | 
have Colen away from rhe Tamp, and — back again into Francos 
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Foz which (great Admiral) the King gad me in great diſgrace, and vow. 
td the next mozning to ſmite off - myhead, J perteiving my ſelf in this 
danger, ſought rather to ſave my like, than to loſe both Liſe and Þenour 
and therefo2e gave it toꝛth thꝛoug hout the Court, that J would undertake * 
to come unto pour Court to delle pou on R. Pepin's behalf, and therewith⸗ 
al, that J would challenge you to bzeak thzee Spears with pou in Ungle 
Combate, to try your val ianty, and to win unto my lelk that loſt Honour 
that befoze I told unto-you : Wherefoze my requeft is, that your Gzeat- 
- neſs would grant me my requeſt, otherwiſe J dare niver return again, 

leſt the King put me ro drath. The Admiral hearing this pitiful, yet 
cunning tale of Valentine, ſaid imto him: Son J do wear by Mahomet, 
thou ſhalt not be refuſed; but at this Instant J offer thee the Juſtg, and 
to the end that thoſe French men that lye in fiege befoze the City may 
have a fight thereof, and ſce thy valour, J will ozdain the place of Juſting 
to be withcut the C{ty. Valentine tumbly thanked Lim, and in token 
of his Acceptance and feigned Love, he fell down and kiCed the fect of 
the Admiral. Valentine grew into great fabonr in the Admirals Court. 
but yer it often troubled his mind, that he could never underſtand who were 
bis Parents. But while he beſtowedhis wandzing thoughts hercalour, 
the Admiral ſaid rhus unto him: Fair Son, methinks pou are very pen-

you, faz it is a thing requireth great fecreſie. Thus it ig, Vou know 
that this day J am to juſt with the Heatheniſh Admiral, the greate@ 
Enemy ot Chiu ian People: Now J am well 'aſured that a great num> 
ber ot the Sarazens will iClue ozth of the City, to be epe · witneſleg ot theſe 
Jun s, to be held without the Walls of the City. Therefoze pou ſhall. 
give warning to ul Chiſtians to kep within the Walls, arming them- 

felves in a readineſs, and cloſely keep it from the cars of the Pagang: 
- fo when the Pagans are come kozth to bebold the Juſts, the Chziſtlang 
ſuddenly ſhall furpzize-rhe Guards that keeps the Gates, and if any 
Wntiny ariſe, let them keep out thoſe that are out. And ſend a Mel⸗ 
enger to King Pepin of what ig dane, that he with his Arm map come 
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unto them that are without, * wille thoſe within are (ct on by the armed 
| Chriſtians, ſo begirting them on every fide, that in the end we may makes

= Do each of them being p2epared fo2 the encounter, they valiantly Couch 

ed their Spears, and the firſt courſe pꝛobed ſo valiant, rhar their Spears 

a ſþibercd all in Splinters; cach CHO perceiving valou? to t zandich 
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on the top ok his helm, made ont a ſecond courle, where Valentine got 
the better; fo2 with his Spear (charged againſt the bzeaſt of the Ad⸗ 
miral) he gave him ſuch a krong blow, that he fo2ced his ſpear quite 
though his body: inſomuch that he fell from his hozſe fark dead, making 
a pitiful noiſe at his departure, wherekoze the Pagens ran ſuddenly upon 
Valentine, and would [ave killed him. Valentine percciving their intent, 
with a reſolute courage put Spurs to his hoꝛſe, and with his Swo2d 
dzawn, violently ruſhed thꝛoughthe thickeſt ok rhe Pagans, and flew many 
of them, as he paſſc> though them. King Pepin alſo with his Bolt came 
up to the aid of Valentine, but he was ſo hard belet by the Pagang that 
he was lmitten fromeff his horſe, which Valentine cſpying, came upto the 
reſtue ct the King, fo that he hozſed him again.

Ing Fepin having erpelled the Pagans out of Rome, he took his 

way back again towards Orleance ; and being there arrived, 

he was rigyr joyfully welcomes by Bertha his Queen, with her little 
Son Charlcmain, and her fair Daughter Eglantine, and their joy ap- 
reared ſo much the moze, fo? that Valentine :whom the loved lu dearly, 
was again returned home in ſafety : Being ſome few days reſted (rom his 
weary labours, the Lady ſends foy Valentine, who actozdingly came unto 
her, and when the ſaw him, the laluted him kindly, and with an amozeus 
countenance began thus unto him: Vaicntine, vou above all the reft, are 
moſt welcome ; and well ought it ſo to be, koz Fame hath blown fo2th 
her Trumpet of pour Triumphs, and Repozt ſays, you were the only 
Thampion that dzave the Pagans cur of Rome. Valentine replied; 
Madam, J can hinder no man to l peak what plealeih him; but as to2my 
ſelf, J have done little deſerving pzaiſe. but ir hath pleaſcd the King your 
Father to do me great bondur, even ſo much, as all the days of my 
life J am not able ro matic the leaſt part of recompence : and as he 
ſpake theſe wozds, Haufray and II. ray, two men compoſed of all envy) 
cutredrhe Chamber of Egtianioe; and ſceing him, began thus to ſpeak : 
Valentine, what have 701 to do cre in the Chamber of our Siſter? it is 
no place fo ſuch (traglers as you are; this your boldneſs is not to be 
bozne : no man knows of whom you are, therekoze we adviſe you to be 
warned, that pou attempt not the like aga'n, leatt you dearly buy cheſe 
{a pzelumptions ; Valentine hearing theſe wozde, anſwered, zong 
me 
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And furthcr, J pꝛomiſe and Low never to come ncar her Chamber again 
and therewithal departed, lcaving the Lady very perifive all alone. 
Valentine haſtsd to the Palace, to wait upon the King ar Dinner, 
where was in pefrnce Haufray and Henry, and the Duke Myllaig 
Daugler, who likewiſe waited upon the King during Binner-tſme. Din⸗ 
ner being finithed, the King aroſe and called to Valentine, and in hearing 
of all his Nobles thus began to lap: My Lozds, here is Valentine, 


that hath well deſerved at our hands, and that laved my life when J was 


in danger; therefoze to the end you may take knowledge of his good ſer- 
vice towards me, J frely give unto him the Earldom of Clerimont of 
Avergne, and when J can beſtow moze upon him, ye ſhall not be fozgot- 
ten. Valentine gave him many thanks, ſaying, That he had heaped up- 
on him moze Nonoꝛs than he could any way deferte. Haufray and Henry 
hearing theſe wo; ds, grew greatly male ton; ent and at laſt Henry began 
to talk with his Bꝛother on this manner: This kound Fellow J perceive 
grows in great karour with the King, and there muſt be ſome courſe 
taken to crois his deſigns, oz clfe our oberthzow will ſhoztly follow upon 
it; foz (quoth he) xou know well that dhe King hath no Sons but we 
two, and one little one (named Charlemain) which if our Father dye, 
may by our furtherance quickly be ſet beſide the Kingdom. Again, it is 
greatly to be ktared, that this Valentine will luppozt and upheld him 
againſt us. Therefo2r Bother, J think ir good to frame lome plot 
againſt him, to bzing him in diſpleaſure with the King, and ſo far to 
pꝛoſetute our revenge againſt him, that if it be poſſible we will not only 
wok his downfall, but life and all. This being effected, we may at our 
- pleaſure govern the Realm without contradiction. He having ended his

me befotc iis — bid him car no danger of like, koz J would fain 
take my leave t him. The Damlel did as the Lady commanded, and 
when ſhe came to Valentine, the kound him mounted on hooſe:back, and 
for div ber mcdage unto vin. de underſtanding her Crrand, ſaid _ 
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ber, Damſel, J know the Love to be great between the Lady Epglantine 
and me, yet J would not wiſh her to deſire that would turn to her diſhþo- 
nour.

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How Ualentine conquered his Brother Dyſon in the Forreſt of Ozleante. 


Ne is Valentine upon bis journey to the Fozreſt, accompanied only - 
with his Page: whither being come, he pur his Helmet on his 
Head, and ſent him back again So he rode fo2th all that day, ſecking the 
Wild-man, but he could not find him: ſo the Night dzawing on, he de- 
ſcended from his Ho:ſe, and tyed him up to a Tree: having ſo done, he re- 
kreſhed his body with ſuch Uinuals as he had bꝛought with him; and when 
he had eaten, and the day ſhut in, Valentine fo2 fear berock himſclt to 
the top of a Tree, and there abode all that night. Jn the Mozning as 
ſoon as day appeared, he looked round about, and at laſt eſpied his Bzother 
Orſon running thzough the Fezreſt. At length when he came to the place 
where Valentine had tycd his Hozſe, rhe UMild-man much wondzing at 
the beauty of him, began toclaw him with his long Fails, thinking there- 
by to rouze up the Courage of the Hozſe, fo2 he had never ſcen the like.

command ever aktir, and with furcher (gns pꝛomiled, that during his 
Life, he would alliſt him both in Body and Goods. This happening thus, 
fr was great joy to Valentine in that he had conquered the Mid. man, 
which ſo many Knights durſt not midule withal: lo by this only he had 
won himſelf moe Honour than any Knight that lived in France in thoſe 
days. All this hard adventurd now knitting up in this manner, he took 
Orſon by the Hand, and ſhewed him by Cigris, that he ſhould go on befoze* 
him till rhep were out of the Mood, fo2 he would nor truſt him behind;

whether to go to Aquitain to ſuteoꝛ Duke Savary, o2 to Lyons to rellt the 
Amains ? whcreunto Myllon Daugler made this anſwer ; The Duke, J 
confeſs, deſerverh to be ſuccoured, but yer in two Extreamg, let us chuſe 
the leſs : Therefoze J judge ft moſt meet, firſt to defend our own Land, 
that is now in pꝛeſent danger, and koz the Puke, he muſt be content to 
take our pꝛeſent Alairs fo2 anſwer : So generally it was concluded ts 
go fo; Lyons. | 
"With theſe wozds, the Meſſenger that came from the Duke Savary 
departed, and carried theſe Tydings with him to Aquitain, which made 
him very ſozrowful to hear it, becauſe the Gzecn Knight had very trong- 
ly aſſailed him. Now here gentle Reader, J let you underſtand, koz the 
better oꝛdering your pzoccedings, that this Gzecn Knight here ſpoken of, 
was Bother to Ferragus, the Gyant that kept the Lady Delliſant in his 
Caltle, who was the diſtreſſed Mother of theſe two Jnfants bozn in the 
Mood, called Valentine and Ocfon, as is befoze declared. Dune Savary 
- perceiving no hope of aid from King Pepin, made open Pꝛoclamation 
thoughout all his Ponanjons, that all, of what condition ſoever, Gould 
de rcady arm d againſt ie mozrow after, fo2 he would then go gut upon 
+, the Gzeen Knight, and fight with him fn the Field; all which was ac: 
cowdingly perfozmed. The day appointed being come, both Armirs mer, 
as well Yo!ſe as Foot, the Pagans pꝛeſented theniſelves in multitudes, 
and the Gzeen Knight behaved Himſelf ſo ralfantly, that at the firſt en⸗ 
- tonnter, with his Sattle-Ar at two blows he flew two vallant Knights : 
Savary perceiving him to be ſo valiant a General, came up ro en: 
touncer him, and meeting, they aſlailed cach other; but the Duke wag ill⸗ 
Mviſed to venture his Body againſt rhe Gzeen Knight, becauſe it was 
der pcremptozily rt poꝛted of him, that he ſhould never be overcome of any, 
pxcept he wire a King's Son, and ſuch a one as had never ſucked the 
Beaſts of any Woman. But the Gzeen Knight was hercin deceived, 
koz he thought fr {mpoſlible any ſuch Man ſhould be upon the face of rhe 
Earth ; bur it fell out contracy to his expectation, as you ſhall underſtand. 
Ler us now return to the two valfant Leaders, who fought long and 
flerrelp;” but the Duke ventured ſo far into the Enemies hands; that when 
He Had thought ro have retired, he could not; fo2 he was round begirt 
with. fuch multitudes of Dogan that he was taken Pꝛiſoner, and 
Honghe back unto the Gzeen Knight, whoſe Ranſome could not he gran- 
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ted fo2 any Cold oz Treaſure. His men at Arms perceiving the Duke 
Curprized, ccturned unto Aquitain, ſoze lamenting the loſs of their good

to the Gzabe, Alas (dear Father) your Love to me is the only cauſe 
of all theſe diſaſterous Chances. Thus fell Fezon into a dangerous fit 
of Diſlcontent, inſomuch, as with this extremity of Sozrow, ſhe had well 
nigh finiſhed her days, had not the reſt of the Ladies attending, labourey 
to comfo2t her in this great Sozrow, wherewith che was almoſt ober- 
come. 
Whil& the Lady was thus oppzeſſed with Sozrow, the Gzcen Knight 
triumphed over the wozthy Duke, cauſing him to be bzought befoze him 
into his Pavillion, and having him there, began to revile him in this 
diſdaſnful manner; Duke, now thou perceiveſt that thou art my Uaſlal, 
and that J have power over thy Life; this that J ſpeak thou canſt not

The Duke hearing theſe pꝛoud Menaces, began thus to reply; Pꝛous 
and ſnſolent Sarazen, know this, that J will never give conſent that 
thou have my Daughter, except thou alſo (ſubſcribe to be Baptized. Tye 
Gzeen Knight hearing him ſay ſo, replied ; Urge me not further, koz 1 
am wholly bound to Mahomet; UWherefoze once again J tell thee, extept 
thou pleld to my demand, JF will ficſt make thee finiſh thy days miſerably, 
and afterwards conſume all Aquitain to Aſhes, and after that, puz tothe 
Swozd all that come in my way, Men, Women and Childzen. The 
Duke hearing this Pagan thus reſolute, began again on this manner; 
Pagan, the Gods pzoreg me from thy Cruelty,  fo2 J had rather rely | 
on their power than thine.” The Gzeen Knight hearing him ſay ſo, be⸗ 
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rations, began afreſh with him on this manner; Gzave Duke, leave off * 
theſe thy ſad Laments, and hearken unto my relation and reſolution 
alſo, and this it is: J am not aſhamed to let you underſtand, that thy 
Daughter's beauty hath enthzalled me, and therekoze J will recal my 
thzeatned ſentence of death again@ thee ; out of which captibate affeaions 
towards thy Daughter, J am fozceo to pield to this condition, that thou 
" halt find our a Knight within the ſpace of Cx Months, to encounter 
me; and if ir ſo happen, that by ſtrength of Arms he conquer me, J vow 


| ©: by all the Heavens, to ſend thee back into thy own Country, without 


waſting any of the lame: But if it happen that J pꝛove Conqueroz oder 
that Knight, then ſhalt thou willingly reſign thy fair Daughter into my 
Hand, to be my lawful Wife, Theſe Articles belng pzoduced, the Duke 
willingly agreed thereunto, ſo the Truce was accozdingly pzoclaimed. 

Theſe Agreements thus concluded, rhe Gzeen Knight gave leave that 
Duke Savary ſhould depart, upon Conditions, that he Could (wrar to 
keep Covenants, not only koz the pꝛelent, bur during his Life. The 
Duke being thus delivered, -made his repair to Aquitain, whither being 
come, he cauſed open Pꝛoclamation to be made of thoſe Conditions, 
whereunto he had befoze ſubſcribed conceraing his laid Daughter ; and 
witha!, the Trute taken fo2 the ſpace of Cr Months. His Counſellozs

Having ſpoken all thiſe wozds, he departed, leaving Eglantine 
full of grief. But when che had ſome little time ſat Cill, ſhe could not 
be ſatiofied, but offered to follow him whirherſoever he went; and in con- 
cluſion, b2ought him Come part of his way, being accompanied with divers 
of the Pobiliry.

ſelf into pour handg, oz befoze this dayg Sun be let, J ſhall ſend ſome of. 
pou here pꝛelent into ſuch a Country, that you hall ſcatceiy ever return- 
again to bing tydings of pour Ualour. And theecwſthal dzew 2 his- 
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Sword, and gave the firſt that encountred him ſuch aͤ blow upon the head, 
that he clare it even to the Teeth, and there he lay dead: Akter that, he 
betook him towards the reſt, with luch violence, that ar every ſtroak one 
kell bcfoze him. 

Orſon pcreeiving his Bother thus to lay about him, began to rouze 
Himſclf, and with his rough hands and piercing tallons, he rent and toze 
all that came in his way, and ſo bit them with his teeth that they kell grovel- 
ing unto the ground one uon another, where he trampled over then like 
dirt, pinching them with his fat. Valente ſ&ing his Brother Orſon 
thus beſtir himſelf, held up his bloody Swozd, defending himſelf, and 
offending his encmies ſo vallantly, tiar they all fozſook them, and dur(t 
not ſtay within their fight; Grygar their Captain, perceiving all his men 
thus pitikully killed and overcome, cryed out with a loud voice on this 
manner.

ther alſo, whom J have ever laboured to find out, that J might (@ and 
know her, but my hopes are all frutrared, oz J now mut dee withour 
the knowledge of what Parentage J am deſcended. Thug Valentine la- 
mented in the dark Pit, whilſt his Enemies determine what ſpall be done 


to him: Some were of opinjon to put him to death; others that he Gould 


be committed ta a perpetual Impziſonment: But Grygarc being Lozd ® 
over the reſt, would not yield he ſhould be put to Dcath, bur rather ta keep 
him in Þ2iſon till Haufray and Henry have rcceivev knowledge-of all 
their Pzocecdings. Having thus let down their reſolution, they deter 
mined to take their Journey towards Paris, where the King then lay, 
to meet with Haufray and Henry, who cntertained them Rovallp, being 
right glad that Valentine was fallen into their hands by Treaſon. Ro 

underſtand, that Orſon all that Night was fain to reſt within the Mood. 
lying down at the Root of a Tree: the Wozning being come, he took. 
on his way towards Paris alſo, never reſting till he came into the P2e- 

ſence of King Pepin : being come thither, by igns and tokens he ſhewed 
the manner of the taking of Valentine; but pet fo? all the haſte he made, 
Grygar arrived at the Court bifoze him. Hautray and Henry were much 

grieved that Orſon had eſcaped, but all their Comfozt was, he could not 
ſpeak, thinking thereby ko; to eſcape from miſtruſt and ſuſpition, but

Teeth: Grygar being thus wounded, began to cry out fo2 help, but 
Orſcn hearing him make ſuch an upzoer, ran again upon him, and gare 
him ſuch another (troak, that he felled him unio the Garth, overt hꝛowing 
Tables, Wear, and all that ſtood bekoze him; which dzove all the be⸗ 
holders info admitaten: end lade not been reltued by a valfant Pzince 
that then ſat at Fears, fe had never gone frem that plate a ive: which 
Pzince hating reſcued lim, began to ſay unto the King en tlis manner; 
Mighty Bing, conüder into what danger this Man is fallen by the lury 
of this Mild man: ond either ler Lim dye fo2 this pꝛeſumptuoug Fact, 02 
no man will te able to teme into pour Court. The King hearing him lay 
ſo, replyed ; We will conſider the Cauſe, and ag we find jt, fo we will pꝛo⸗ 
cred againſt him: B2ing him hither bekoze us, that we may queſtion the 
cauſe of rhe Fact, Orion was upon tyele Wows bzought befoze the 
Ring, and he demanded How he durſt pꝛeſume fo far into the Pzeſcnce of 
bis Majeſty Orſon pteſently antwered by ſigns, how he had dafn-Va- 
lentine in rhe Fozreſt, and that he would be rcvenged koz his Death, on 
that ſnhumane rrayro2 Grygar, and withal cloſed his Fil, and put it to 
his Mouth in great rage, in roken of deflante. King Pe pin pt. etving 
by his Actions. the caule of the matter, called kozth unto all the Toꝛds 
and Barons on this manner: My Lo2ds, vou lee ag we.l as J, that this 
Wild-maon tath challenged Gry gar to fight with him, therckoze tell me 
your Opinions what is belt to be done in this caſe, fo2 J cannet chuſe but 
marvel why this Wild-man (ould find out Grygar above all the reſt of 
the Knights here allembled: thereleze let every man freely [peak, fo2 
JI much doubt ſeme hidden Secret to lie therein, and foz my part J could 
willingly give conſent that it ſhould be tryed fozth by Combat between 
them. UWhcn the King tad thus uttered what he thought, the Barons 
agreed to tle Uerdid that the King had paſſed. So the Battel was de⸗ 
rermined and Gry gar was hought to the King, to the intent he ſhould 
umdergo the Challenge againſt the Wild man: Grygar hearing what the 
Bing had determined, was very krarkul, and fad, and not without caule ;. 
lu he fozeſaw thereby, that his Triaſon would come to light, and there⸗ 
- withal-caſt an ill-favoured eye on Haufray: Henry perceibing Grygar 
and lo amazed, laid; Grygar, fear not, fo2 J promiie thee, however 
{r:fall cut; rhat. no danger ſhall come unto thee. from our Father the 
King, koz he will woz& your Peace- aſluredlp, to. that thou wilt wear 
| | ne ver 
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never to reveal the Fact: yea, (quoth Grygar) J weill perceive how rhe 
caſe will gs with me, J muſt ſuffer a repzoechtul Death fo2 your ſake. 
Having thus laid, he left Henry, and returned unto the King, ſaying; 
Mighty King, let me make one Requeſt unta your Maſcſty, that pol 
would dilmils me from this dangerous Task, the reaſon chiefly'moving 
me, is, that inſomuch that it is not Men againſt Man, whereby a 
Bnight may win Denour, bur a Wild Sarage to encounter with Man, 
and no Knight: J think J map ſafely (ſo pour Gzate be pleaſed) refuſe 

the Combat. Nay (quoth the King) no excuſe in this caſe can be ads» | 
mitted, fo! the Combat is granted, not only by my advice, but alſo by the 
Counſel of all my DGarons, and the reaſon moving us ro grant it, was, 
that Treaſon long lving hid, might come to lighr. Grygar hearing it 
thus concluded on, grew moze into deſpair: but Haufray being there 
p2efer, comforted him again on 4his manner: Doubt not, foz you have 
Equity on your part; and beſides J will ſee yon well armed in all points, 
fitting your Knightly race. 

WWhen Orſon gathered by his wonted ſigns, that he Could fight with 
this Trayroz, he was right glad, and withal, made ſhews unto the King 
that Valentine was dcad, whereat the Eing grew wondzous (ad, and ſain 
would Orſon have been upon the back of Grygar, but that rhe King com» 
mandcd him to be taken away; making ſigns unto him that he ſhou!d 
ſtrike no moze, till the time they could meet koz the trpal of the truth. 
Again, the King called unto Grygar, to make haſte to arm imſelk, 
Grygar lotah to venture his Life upon ſo uncertain ground, began once 
again to ſpeak unto the King ſaying; Moſt dꝛead Sovberaſgn, J hate 
been a long ſervito2 about your Perſon, both in War and Peace, but 
pou reward me not accozdingly, infomuch as you compel me to fight 
againſt a Man that hath neither Sence, Reaſon, noz in truth, Bumane 
Shape. Grygar «laid the King) if the Truth be on your (ide, vou need 
not fear, fo: you ſhall enter into the Field well armed, and as fo2 2rſon 
he ſhall adventure upon thee altogether unarmed. Again, you ſhall be 
weli mounted on Yoſe-back, he on Foot, no2 ſhall he bear any Weap:n. 
The right vou ſay, is on pour (fide, whercfoze maintain that Right, and 
Hew your Uaſour, fo the ſenrence of Combat map not be recalled.

Hold thy Peace (ſafd Henry) fo2 J will defend thee 
Tom the ſentence of my Father, and wozk thy ſafety, ſo thou wilt be 
etret. 
| Grygar being thus armed, and well mounted on his Ho2ſe, went to⸗ 
+> wards the Palace-Gate, where this Combat was to be effected: the hour 
being come, the King repaired to the Window to behold the Combat: 
All the Nobles in the Court being aſſembled, the Judges were appointed, 
that no wzong ſpould be offered on either part. So Grygar being entred 
the Lifts, he eſpyep Orſon, and began to dzaw near unto him, ſaying z 
Ulllein, thou haſt offered me great wzong, in putting out one of my 
Eyes, but Fre J part, J will make thee acknowledge that wong, and 
that thou haft falſely accuſcd me to the King, Orſon pcreeiving where- 
unto his pzoud Speeches tended, ſhcwed him his Nails, gnaſhing his

Grygar fearing the danger where- 
in he was like to fall, Cecrerly ro Himſelf murmured out thele Mozdg; 
Ah Hautray, fo) thy cauſe endſake_ J am thus delivered over to Death 
Long and tedious was the Fight, bur Grygar could never ſo much as 
wound the Mild-man. | 
At laſt Orſon ceſt away his Spear, and came cloſe to Grygar, in ſuch 
manner, that he taught his Yogſe faſt by the Neck, making kim ſo mad

and furious, that he overthzew his Rider to the Earth, and with the fall +=

opinion, that there is Treaſon ſmothered, ano not vet come to light. 
Orſon having now a great while ranged about the Fietd on Bozle⸗bark 
after his Enemy, at laſt foz\ook his Vozle, and encountred Grygar on 
Foot, inſomuch that he lent him ſuch a-blow that he (mote him to the 
Earth: afterward he [.aped upon him, and diſarmed him of his Weas XZ

is T laft Grygar was brought befo;e the King, who asked pardon fox 
— his high Offence, and in the pzeſence of all the Sehoiders, told 


him, that the only Acozs in this traitcrous Plor, were Haufray and: 

Henry his Sons, and by their means he had taken Valem ine and put him 
in Pziſen, and there meaned (in ſecrer manner) to bave put him 0 

death. The King having heard out his Tale, and perteiving the whole 
truth of this Plot againſt Valentine, commanded Grygar to be fanged* 
upon the next Tree he came unto. The King having thus given ken. 
tence again Grygar, callcd f® his Hozſe, and being mounted mate all! 


baſte 
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haſte poſſible unto the Piſon where Valente lay. Orſon perttibing 
the King in Perſon would vnderrake Cauch a J2urnzy, adrzeſled Himſelf 
"ro run along by the King's Hoſe, leading hun the way, and making 
many ſigns. of joy and gladneſs. ail the way he went. The King mark: 
ing well all the Uild-mans beheviour, often (pake unto his Lozdg in 
this manner; Mp Los, it is wonderful that tis Mild man Gould 
bear ſuch an ardent affection towards Valentine; and beſides, it frikes 
me into a thouſand Jmaginations : Now you muſt know, that the King 
had great cauſe. ben to love this TWild-man, ko; that he was his natu- 
ral Nephew, thor'gh as pet not revealed, neither was the time yet come, 
to bzing ft to light, till that by Cle imond (Siſter unto the Gyant rer: 
ragus) it ſhould be made manifeſt; koz at that time Clerim nd had a 
Callle, and in it a Bead of Z2als, compoſed by Negromancy, which 
tad told unro Clerimond all that Gould heppen unto her all her Like; 
and allo, all that cver (he had done in her korepalled time: beſides, this 
ſame Bead was compolcd by ſuch wondzous Magick Art, that it Gould 
never leave off ſpeaking, until the Nobleſt Knight in the Woꝛzld ſhould 
enter the Caſtle, and then the Head utterly to gibe cver, and never to 
ſpeak moze. 

This Magical Spell fell out upon Valentine, whom that fair Lady 
Clerimond ſhall take ro Qucband, and fo! whom he ſhall endure a 
Would of Mileries, as (God vy{ling) in the ſucteeding Hiffezy you ſhall 
underſtand. S9 leave we this, and return back again to Ring Pepin, 
where befoze we left him. Ping Pcpin goech on his Journey towards 
the Fozreſt, to fave the Like of Valcmine, and Or ſon being with him, 
tzought him unro the very Caſtle wherein he was impiſon'd + Being 
come to the Gates thereof, the Pozters bnowing rhe Ving, barred the 

tes, fo2 ſo they were tommanded by the Kiſidue within the Taſtle, up- 
on pain of Life. The King perceiving he could noc enter in peace, com. 
manded his Attendants to enter by kozce, and ſo they did. Being got: 
ten within the Caſtle, they feized upan all leditious Teaito2s, and bound 
them kaſt in Chains, having lo done, they went into the Dungeon where 
Valentine lap bound, and tought him kozth unto the King: Valentine 
elpping the King, fell upon his Knecs , yielding him thouſands of 
Thanks fo2 that extraozdinary kindne's ſhewed to him, in delivering him 
gut of a Hcll of Darkneſs, and frar of Death. The Barons alſo that 
attended the King, welcomed him with great Joy and Gladneſs, telling 
to him all that had happened, and how that Orion had fought with the 
Traptoz Sry gar, in his quarrel, and ovettame him : Valentine hearing

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of whence J am deltended; and lo humbly J take my leave of your Ma- 


jelly. So herc wi leave King Pepin, and only look upon Valemine and 
* Orion, who are tating thelr way towards Aquitain, to fight with the 
Szten Knight, a man krared of all men; Fo: J muſt cali ro Remems 
bzance, that of which J told you beſoze, that he ould never be vanquiGzed 
be any, (ave only by a Bing's Son that had never ſucked Cloman. Be⸗ 
inn conic to Aquitain, the Prople flocked from all acts to let the rough 
and unmanlp ſhape of Orton, but Valentine ſeeing their folly, made him 
a Jacket of Steel to put upon him; when Orſon had it on his Back, he 
was much offended thereat, and would have thiown it away but he much 
frared Valentine, and would do any thing that he commanded. 


Orſon having his Steel Jacket upon his Ba-k, looked much upon him 


lelk, and at laſt became pzoud rhereof, and ſet his Countenance arcezding 


to his Heart. Now as they were riding on their way, Valentine efpps. 


ed a fair Squire making much lamentation : Valentine behoiding him 
well, laid thus unte him, Friend, what aileth you to (hed theſe Tears, 
have you ſuſtained anz wong either by Man oz Beaſt ? tell me what may 


be the cauſe, and J pꝛomiſe vou the beſt of my power to relieve pour di⸗ 


ſtrelled caſe. Alas, (ſeid the *Squire> thereof J make no doubt; but 
know this, that the cauſe of my Laments, is theloſs of a moſt kind and 
gentle Maſter, and a Man of the greateſt Ualour in CThiiſtendom. Now 
have pou loſt him? (quorh Valentine) Sir, as Þ was travelling towards 


Aquitain, to fight with tze Gzeen Knighr, thinking thereby ro win the 
faireſt Lady in the 0o)(d, (called Fezon) which Lady it is not poſſible 
fo2 any one to H:ve, except firſt he overcome in fingle combat the Gzeen 
Knight : divers valiant Knights have tzere miſcarried ; and when he 
tonquereth them, he cauſethy them to be hanged on a Tree, and rhe num⸗ 
ber that are already dead, are thirty two, ptelding no ſhew of mercy to- 
wards any. Js all this true (quoth Valentine) that thou haſt told me ? 
Why then! ſuce he is ſome Devil in Man's ſhape that doth luch Krange 
Explolts: But towards Aquitain am J journcying, to try my Foztune 
agataT him, ko J have heard much of that Lady Fezen, - Ha Sir! (guorh 
the Squire) go not thither, t 
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Ezen Knight; but if J can eſcape him, J will firſt talk with the Lady 
£zon and take her Advertiſement. * 

Orſon gathering ſome underſtanding of their Talk, made figns unto 
Valentine that he might ghr with the Gzeen Hnight, and that he would 
make Lobe to the Lady Fezon; whercat Valentine laughed heartily. By 
this time: think them to be tome near to the City of Aquitain, ſtanding 


upon a Hill; and meeting with an Old Man, he queſtioned with him, 


what City that was bekoze Lint. Marry (quoth he) it ig Aquitain. 

Dow tell me (ſaid Valentine) where reſterh the Gzeen Knight? Why 
Sir (ſaid he) without the City, think pou are going to fight with 

im. J (quoih Valentine.) Ah Sir! (fad the Old Man) undertake not 
0 Foul a Folly, fo2 it is not poſſible to conquer him. Come hither my 
Son, and ſand thou on this little Hill, and J ſhall ſhew thee above fo2ty 
famous Knights hanging on a Tree, whom he hath overcome. Alſo 
there is now but fifteen days to be atcompliſhed, and the Duke of Aqui. 
tain mult part with his fair Daughter Fezon, to his great grief, and the 
oberthzow of the whole Kingdom. Father (quoth Valentine) the Gods 
defend her. He had no ſooner ſpoke thoſe wozds, but there came another 
ancient man of fourſcoze Vears of Age, in the habit of a Pilgrim. This 
man was that Blandiman, Squire to that diſtreſſed Belliſant, and he it 


was that led his Lady Bellifant into the Caſtle of Ferragus the Gyanr, 


as befoze we have declared; Valentine elpying him, demanded of him 
whence he was, and whence he came? Sir, (quoth the Pilgrim) from 
Conſtantinople, but J could not enter into the City. by reaſon a Pagan 
Souldan had begirt ir witha Siege, neither could J come to deliver the 
Mellage on which J am ſent, wherekoze J thought it my ſafeſt courſe to 
return. Pilgrim (quoch Valentine) what fhinkeſt thou of the Gzeen 
Kuight, is it not potüble he ſhould be overcome * No (aid the Pilgrim) 
Þ odviſe vou not to follow the Enterpzize, fo? if there were a whole Bun- 
dꝛed of zou, he would ſee the end of you all. Father, whether go vou? 
(ſatd Valentine) Sir, J take my readieſt way to Paris, oz J have a 
Mellage to King Pepin, from a Siſter of his named Belliſant, that long 
bath been baniched from Conſtantinople wongtfally, and now is the good 
Lady in the Bouſe of Gyant, that kceperh her, and uleth her honoura- 
blp, intending to know King Pepin's mind, whether he be conſented ts 
theſe UW2ongs done unto her, fo2 he weil knowcth ſhe ig a vertuous Lady, 
and fo: her-ſake, offercth to put himſelf in ungle Combat with the Em: 
p2202 of Greece, fo2 that he hath lo wꝛoggkully Baniſped her. —— 
| ; "IF=" (quot 
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(cuoth Valentine) J pay thee to return back again with ne co Aquitgia, 
fo2 thicher am J going, to fight with the Gzern Knight. Jt the Gods, 
give me Uicozy against him, J will accompany th:e into France. fo; J 
fall tell thee, only fo2 the love J bear unto King Pepin, undertake J this 
Fight, fo2 he hath been the means of my pzeſervarizn, and as a Father 
unto me. Therekoze to him J dedicate all my Labours, and reit whol⸗ 


ly at his Command. Sir (quoth Blan mag) to this motion J will ne- 
ber conſent, foz my Lady hath put me in truſt to diſpatch her Aates,” =» 
+ and J will diſcharge the duty of a truy Servaat towards her, and ſo 


taking my leave, J commend you to the ptotection of the Gods. The 
Palmer being gone, Val- ntine looked long afrer him, and not without 


cauſe, bur he wiſt not why ; fo? this was the Man that had bozn. a part ok 


his Mother's Exiles, Mell, Valentine alſo took on his Journcy, and 
afrer {ome few days, came near to the City of Aquitain. 
Valentine beheld the City very earnelly, and paſſing on, be eſpicda plea? 


ſant Fountain, thither he went, and alighting from.his Vozſe, laid him 
down under a Tree, to refrclþ his tired Limbs, and Orſon was his 
keeper all the while he lept: Anon he awaked and pzepared himtelf to 


tale Yozſe again, but ſuddenly there arrived at the ſame Fountain, a 


mod curſous Knight, pꝛoud and of lo haughty a Stomach,that he was dyled 
the P2oud Knighr, and withal, ſo fierce and reſoſute, that, he neber al 


the days of his Life agled Queſtion ok any Man, yet if he whom he mer 
laluted him not, he p2eſentiy billed him. This Pꝛoud Knight came to 
the Fountain, and Valentine beholding him, laid never a wozd, and Orſon 
allo gazed fiercely upon him. The pꝛoud Knight waz angred in his 
Heart, and apmoached near unto Orſon, and gave him ſuch a blow, that 


the Blood ifltied out of his Mouth; Orton feeling the blow ſmart, ſud- / 


denly took him and thꝛew him to the Earth under him, and pꝛelently eſpy- 
ing a Knife at the Knight's Girdle, \mote him therewith into the Body 
lo deep, that he wag nothing but Blood.

akter learn tou to ſalute Men in a moze friendly manner. The Proud 
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Knight being dead, his Men fled with all the haſte they could unto Aqui- 
tain, bearing Tydings of their Walter's Death. Duke Savary hearing 
thereof, was greatly diſpleaſed, fo2 he was his Couſin, 
Amongt the reft, Valentine underſtood of the lamentatien that was 
fo the Death ok the Proud Knight beſide the Fountain: whereupon be 
© Cuddenly mounted on Hozſe-back, and entred the City, where he lodg'd 
in a Burgeſſes houſe of the lame City, whereby it came to the ears k

Then 
fad the Duke unto him; You have llain mp Couſin : *Tis true (ſald Va- 
lentine) and ſo J ſhould have done, had it been my own Kinſman, foz he 
Wag of lo high a Stomach, that he diſdaſned to ſpeak to any Pan, and 
mote fo furſouſly at my Companion, that he had near hand kilied him; 
which J perceiving, dzew fozth my Swozd and flew him. Fair Duke, 
now this, J am a Stranger in this City, and hither am J come to 
Combat with the Gzeen Knight, as alſo to behold that beautcous Lady 
Fezon, whom the whole Wozld admires: Wherefoze F think ft a Law 
= of Equity, fo2 Strangers to paſs up and down in ſafety; CTonſider, J 
© Have ſhewed you the-cauſe of my coming: When the Dake heard Valen- 
tine ſay ſo, he ſaid unts him; Knight, right well haſt thou anſwered me, 
and ſeeing my Couſin hath come by this, moze by Pꝛide, than Courage; J 
am right. ſozrowful, and ſo J paſs it over, and pardon the Deed; Sur 
in that you urge, that your coming hither was only to combat the Gzeen 

*Knight ; come pou into my Palate, and there you ſhall bzhold the Beauty 
fo: which you thus far adventured : Moz eover, that you may ſee that you 
are not come alonc, you all behold fifteen Knights to accompany you, 
and new arrived fo2 the Love of the Lady Fezon, and to try their Uas 
lour again the lald Gzeen Knight their Enemy. Go, J ſay, to my 
Palace, ſalut? iny Daughter, as my Cuſtom is to Strangers, befoze 
they-edbenture their Perſons in Battel with the Gzeen Knight, and ha- 
ving p2eſented pour ſelves beloze her in rhe fign of Love, you ſhall receive 
lcom her a Ring of Gold. 

Sic, (quoth Valentine) J ſhall be ready to do all Rites and Cuſtoms 
belonging to this place; and beſides, J will obey you in all things what- 
ſoever it ſhall tale pou to command me. This Conference er 
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Duke went into the Caſtle, accompanyed with Valentine and Orton. 
Having entred the Hall where the Knights were allembled, Valentine be- 


held the Loy Citting amongſt them, and making his way unto her, with 


all duty and reverence, at laſt he ſaluted her thus: Lady, you whoſe 
Beauty and Fame is buſted though the Would, the Soda pꝛeſei be rhe 
from the Gzeen Knight, who J dare toldly avouch is not worthy to touch 
your ſuperextellent lips. Mozeober, dear Lady, may ic pleaſe you to un⸗ 
derſtand, that Pepin the Mighty King of France, hath ſent me hirher to 


* meſent unto you rhe moſt Noble man that liveth on che carth ; wherefoze 


Lady behold him well, foz he feareth no man no2 any weapon, albelt he 
cannot (peak: whcrefoze J aſſure you that the Ezcen Knight is not able to 
withſtand his mighty foxce, no: make any reſiſtance againſt him, Sir 
(quoth the Lady) J yield unto the King of France thouſands of thanks, 
as alſo to you that habe taken ſuch pains to pꝛeſent ſuch a one befoze me: 
But ſay, wherefoze is this wozthy Champſon no better cloathed, fo2 me- 
thinks he is of an excellent perſon, well foumed, (trait, and of a hardy 
countenance; and if he were waſhed and bathed in ſome excellent Liquoz, _ * 
his fleſh would be both white and ſoft. Lady (quoth Valentine) he neder 

woze Garment till it was very lately, and then J cauſed this Jacket you 
ſe him wear, to be made fitting to his body: Mozeover, J aſſure you, chat 
when he came firſt into Paris, he came like a Wild, Savage, and naked 
Man, and his fleſh was ſo hard, that he neither feared wind naz cold. 
While he was ſpeaking theſe wozds, Fezon beheld him very wiſhly, koz he 
was in love with him in heart: Bur pet Valentine began again thus tg 
ſpeak unte her, Lady, foz my ſelf J muſt ſay ſomething alſo, therefore, 

know this , that only fo2 the love of you J have ventured my ſelf in this 
Climate, to ſee if koztune will ſo much kavour me, that J may bear vou 
away from ail comers, by fozce of arms, and vet fair Lady, one thing 
moze J have to utter unto you, which is, that J have made an Oath unto 
my ſelf, that J will never return again into France, till J have proved © 
my foztune on the Gzen Knight, and with him do J intend +0 cope beo 
J part hence; and either deliver him over into peur hands as conquered, 
oz ſuffer Death, as many moze a:foze me have led the wa yp. Alas, Knight. 
faidrhe Lady, put not your [elf in danger koz my lake, fo: mcttinks it fs 


folly in any man, to endanger hünkelk fo2 the good of another: Again, 

there be many vallant Knights have miſcarried in dh ing my love, ano Þ 

the unhappict living, to [ee theſe unfoxtunate daps. Lady, duoch pe. what . 

J have vowed, J mean to accompliſh: Tube then, fair Knigut, God be 
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iy lpeed; and ther: withal dꝛew koztd twa Rings of Eold, giving Valen. 
tne the one, and Orſon the other, alſo they (ſar down at the Table a. 
, niongt the other Knights, and were welcomed with great Feaſtings. Be- 
ing let at the Table, Fezon ſtill fired her eye mod on Orſon, and Orſon 
upon her, as it were interchangeably-glaticing Love-looks one to another, 
with erceeding gracicus aipects: now in rhe midſt of all theſe Fealtings, 
the Gzecn Knight (as his cuſtom was) came thundzing ar the Gates, 
only io have a light of the beautecus Lady Fezon, fo2 you ſhall underſtand, 
that luch were the conditions between him and the Diike Savary, that e- 
very day it ſhculd be lawfull (o; him to enter Lis Palace, to behold the 
Lady without contradiction. Eeing entred the great Vall, his manner 
tas, to cry out with a loud voice, ſaying : Ualiant Tuke of Aquitain, 
Tave ycu yct any moze Champions to fight with me ſoz the love of this 
Lady?

allured he is the man that ſhould conquer me, oz elſe there is none 
living can triumph in my requeſt. Hereupon Valentine made a ſign unto 
Orſon to fetch away that Shield, who did as he appointed him, and 
coming near the Tree, he ffretched kozth his arm to take it down, and lud⸗ 
denly it leaped into his hand, and fo he b2ought it with him to the Szeen 
Rnigi't.

Likewile that this Head hall continue ſpeaking 
untill (uch time as the moſt wozthieſt Bnighr of the Woyd enter into the 
Cham ber where ir now ſtandeth, and he being once entred, the ſaid Head 
ſhould loſe his vertue, and is the only man to have my Siſter Clerimond 
to Wife; wherekoze (fair Knight) theſe things thus kallen out as you ſæ, 
I greatly deſlre you would Wed my Siſter, as the moſt hardieſt and moſt 
Renowned Knight in the wrole Weozld, 
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Ozlon having conquered the Green Knight, Valentine cauſed him to be 
Chriſtacd, and ſerding him to King Pepin , had knowledge of his 
Father and Mother by means of the Gecen Kiight, 


He G:ecn Knight having made this motion of the Barriage of 

bis Siſter, gave unto Valentine a Ring of Gold, upon condition 
that he would carry that King unto her: which Ring Valentine accepted, 
andthe Gzeen Knight pielded himccif a Pyiloner, and ig now going to- 
wards France, to accompiith that Oath that he bek. ze had given him.

n the Tre whercas Jlekt her, but being come tyither, J could not find the 
n other Child neither. And thus (wozthy King) have J related unto vou 
e the whole ſtory of pour Siſter and her two Inkants in the Forreſt - and 
d, other tydings have J none, but this, that J am that Biaodimanrhar por 
4 gave unto pour Hjler ro attend her, when the married the Emperoz 
p Alexander. The King giving ear unto this Talc, ar laſt ſaid: Alas 
£ Blandiman, thy woꝛds ſtrike me into a rhouſand fears, what would be be» 
0 come of my Siſter: but (ging thou canſt tell no moze, tell me yer how 


long ago thls is that thou haſt told me. My Lozd-(quoth he) it was even 
that day you met me in the Fozreſt of Orleance, and J related unto you the 
— piteous tydings of pour Sſters baniſhment. This ſtruck the King into 
ſuch an admiration, that he began to recollect his wits, and then preſently 
tame into his mind the finding of Valentine in the Fozrect, and how by 
the ſame Vale tine, Orſon was conqueredinthe ſame Mod. Then he 
n began to think on the ſozprhat BlandimanHhad told him, and thereby knew 
2 that theſe were the two Babes bzought kozth by his Siſter, wherefoze he

Having conquered 
him, hc Hovghr him ro my Court, where Having lived ſome (mall time, 
(hep both departid, and took their way towards 4quitain, to fight with a 
right Moztyy Thampion, called the Ezcen Knight , and Cnce their de- 
porture J never heard what became of them, Sir, ſaid Blandiman, ac- 
co2ding to the Tale you have told, J remember well; that near Aqui- 
tain H met two luch, but Jam troubled that J knew them not. So the 
King muſing at thcſe accidents, cauſed Blandiman to be highly feaſted, 
and held ag a Componicn amongſt his other Lozds. 

Now it hapned, that on the ſame day the Gzecn Knight, (of whom we 
have befoze made mention) acrived at Paris at the King's Court: as ſon 
as he came into the p2eſence of the King he ſaluted him with great re: 
verence, The King ſeefng him all in Armour, marvel.ed much thereat,

So ir is, that a long time J was fought withal, by 
divers valiant Knights of all Countries, yet there was not any that 
could obercome-me, but endured death, and there Cll hanged upon a Tree : 
At laſt ir ſo fell our, that there aſſailed me two wozthy Knights, the one 
name Valentine, and the other Orſon, Valentine fougſt with me one 
whole day, wherein he boze Himſelf ſo hꝛabely, that night coming on, we 
were fo:ccd togibe over, all wounded, trred, ano weary; The next moz⸗ 
ning when the Battle ſhould be again renewed, his Fellow Orſon, armed 
in Valentine's Armour entred the Field in mot flerce and diiſdainful 
manntr, offering medeſlance ; J (cozning any Competitoz, addzeſſey out 
my ſe:!f againſt him, fur little aveiled my ſtrength, fo2 in the end he obcr- 


tame me, and would have taken away inplife, had not Valentine tome in 


upon us, and reſcucd me, upon Conditfon : Firſt, that J ſhould kozſabze 
Mahemet; 
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Mahomet: Secondly, that J ſhould come unto you, end yield mp ſelf at 
eur command, and to land to your cenſure cirher in life oz drath. Again, 
when F received Baptifm, he caulcd me to be called Pepin, and ſo is mx 
name. 5 

The King having beord all this long ftozy from the Gzecn Rnighe 
made this anſwer in the pꝛelente of all the Barong: Welcome to us; 


and of your Company we are right glad, live with us in our Court, and 


be jotond, fox J freely grant you your life, and pꝛomiſe you further, that 
if you will tarry with us in dar Country, J will cndow you with many 
fair Lands and Poſſeſions. The King ſhewing Linſelf thus gracious, 
demanded of him where theſe Knights were, that had conquercd hum! 
Marry (quorh the Gzeen Knight.) J leftrhem boch at Aqui aia wfrh the 
Ualiant Duke Savary, who holderh them in ag great reſpect ag any that 
are remaining in his Court. | ; 

Thus you map now perceive, that by the wozds of Blandiman and the 
Ezeen Knight, King Pepin had perfect Intelligente of his htauteoug (Sf 
ſter, and his two valiapt Nephews. Alter all theſe tydings hapned, Ring 
Pepin made a ſolemn Uow, that: he would go himCelf- in perſon into 
Greece, to tell the Gmpero! of rheſe glad'ome tydings, and to take 02vev 
to ſend abzoad into all Lands: ro ſind her out. Þ<

How King Pepin deparfed from France towards Greece, to bear theſe 
Tydings : and how before his return, he warred upon the mighty 
Souldan, who had belcagured'Conſtantinople. 


Ing Pepin having put himſelf in a readineſs to depart fato Greece, 
went fo2th, and beloze much time was ſpent. he arrived at Rome. 

The Pope hearing of his appzoach, reteived him withgreat hondur, and 
much Feaſting, Upon a day as he fate at Dinner with the Pope in hie 
Palace Pontifical tere came trdings unto him, that the Gzeat Soldan 
of Egypt had bcfieged Conſtantinople. The Knight that brought this 

meſſage, after his ſalutations ended, began thus to pꝛoteed: Holy Father 
4 the Sarazens wirh much power have beſieged and wzongſully ober · cun 
1 Conſtantinople ; and Jam charged to crave pour aid againſt rheſe Ene⸗

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mies of Chriſtendom. When the Pope understood theſe ill. welcome 
tydings, he was dziven into a wondzous dump, not knowing any getent 
wap to ſend them relief; but King Pepin being in pꝛelente, comfogted 
bim greatly, and laid: Holy Father, take no care ſoz this buinefs, for 
rcqueſt but a competent Summ of Money and Men, and J chall lead them 
0 Conſtantinople with ſuch a Couragious heart, that J chall put the 
Souldan and his Foꝛtes to the wozſt, luch an inveterate hatred bear J 
againſt theſe Pagan Devils. The Pope hearing him ſo rcfolure, thantzed 
bim koz his couragious heart, and ſaid unto him: Right Chiiſtian King 
ſing thau doſt p:offcr thy (elf in Perlon to undertake. this Service, J 
> Hall with all convenient (ped pꝛobide fo; a buſineſs of ſuch impozt. Pe- 
=" fCemtlyhereupon alt things being pzepared, with an Army ol Thirty thou: 
fand Rogns, King Pepin departed, and as ſoon as polüble he could, he 
arrived at Conſtantinople. Being thither come, he found the City round 
begirt, and the Citizens in great fear of the Soldans Army, betaking 
themlelveg into the City, keeping the ſame againſt all the fo2ce of the 
q kd gans. 6, a 
& obe Empcroz himſelk was kozced to retire into the City, and being 
ceoped up in lo mall a Compaſs, his troubled rhoughes cvermoze ran upon 
the Lady Eelliſant, whom he had cruelly baniſhed; always fearing that 
he was dead, fo2 it was now full twenty Winters paſt, ſince the time of 
* her exile. By this time is King Pepin tome within two miles of Con- 
= 4tantinople, and there landed his men, raiſing Pavillions, pitching of 
Tents, and ranging his Foztes into Battel-array. The Soldan having 
knowledge of his arrival, and alſo of his p:oviſion, was much abached 
thereat, and with all diligence returned to his ſtrong Þavillion, and be- 
ing let down in his magnificence, there came unto him certain of his 
Camp, fear{dlly and doubtkully, ſaying thus unto him: Gzeat and 
mighty Soldan, we come to give pou true intelligence, that there is late 
ly arrived es the number of two hyundzed thou land Romans, to bid us pꝛe- 
lent Battle, under the conduct ok Pe pin King of France: Wherefoze ft 
only reſteth now, that pou take ſudden advice how to pꝛevent and reſiſt 
thele Fo:ces ; Peace Screetch Owis (quoth the Soldan) be nor afraid, 
foz you are deluded by ſome falſe repoꝛt; the whole Roman Nation is not 
| able to furniſh koꝛth ſuch an Army. Go on J lay couragiouſly, fox Icwear 
. by Mahomet, exelong J hall bing under my ſubjecion;. both rhe King- 
dom ot Rome and France alſo: wheretoze tall up your troops, plant them, 
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The mozrow tollowi g, King Pepin ſer his Army in oꝛder of 1 Battel, 4 


flercelyto aſſault the Pagan Hoſt, andſeeretly ſent a Letter to the Empe- 
ro2, being in the City; whereby he requeſtcd the Emperoz, that they within 
the City ould put themſeves in readineſs , and illut out upon the Pagans 
on that ſide, foz King Pepin and his companies would receive them on the 
other ſide, then being all entompalled about, there was hope to get the day 
of the Sarazens. 

The Empetoz receſvcd theſe Letters ſoyfully, and did as King Pep'n 
commanded them, and iſſued fo2th of the City, bidding bartel to the Sa- 
razens. They were no ſooner entred the Field, but they perecived the

Daugler that had made ſuch havock So they did as he commanded , pur: 
ſuing him lo cloſe on both (des, that at length they cutoff one of his Ho2ſeg 
t;ighs, kozting bim to lall upon the earth, and had there periſted, had not 
rhe Gzecn Knight (maugre all the Sarazens) thzuſt himſelf into rhe 
Bꝛels, laying and beating down as many as made any reũſtance, and in 
the end lo relleved Daugler, that he freſhly hozſed him, and bzqught him 
clean out of Danger. àkter this they both joyned together in ſuch furious 
o43-rage, that they ſpared none that came in their way. Fierce was this 
Battle, and endurcd long, bur King- Pepin and his men made great 
daughter among the Pagans : but notwithTanding all tiis their vatour, 
they had loſt rye day, had it not been ko the Emperoz, that with his Bolt 
valiantly allailed the Pagan on the other ſide, and made among them 
a bloody daughter.

aged, lee ned out of the Window, upen a Cuſhion covered with Gold, 
and ſaid unto Valentine: Uihat are you, that dare offer to enter my 
Coflle without leave ? Lady, (quoth Valentins with an undaunted 
i courage) 
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courage) Jam a Kr. that trabelleth this way and would gladly (peak 
with that Yead of Balg that rematneth within this Callle,.if it be 
your pleaſure,becauſc(as JF underand)it reſolveth doubts.

in lingle combat ; as J have told you, Lady, quoth Valentine, againſt 
aur Stnechal J dare adventure, ko; J had cater win my entrance 
by pondzous blows, than by entreatz and ſawning ſpeeches. bis 
cholce choſe Valentine, rather then to ben zay the Ring which he had 
b;ought along with him given him bethe Gzen Kr. to p2eſent to bis 
Slſter Clerimond.

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Pounds, making him withal a Companion fo! the Toure, Orſon 
thus pꝛekerred by rhe Duke, behaved himſelf worthy ok his pzeker⸗ 
ment, and ever (o carried him at Year, that every man delighted in 
his company. Amongft the ret, the fair Lady Fezn, that was 
lwo2n his Wife, gzew wondzous heavy and lad bur ſhe knew not why, 
fo2 ſhe knew not that it was Orſon whom the had teycid, and thug 
palled fozrh the dinner time. Dinner being done, Orſon rok his 
leave fo? that time, and returned to his Lodging: where his Mother 
and the Lady Clerimond had taken up their ceũdence. Orſon heing 
come unto the place where the Ladies lay, he related ro them rhe 
whole pallage between him and the. Duke, which when they heard, 
they much rejoyced thereat: but this jop laſted not long, koz there 
came ſudden News, that Ferragus had ſent Pefſengers © the Dube 
of Aquitain to pꝛotlaim open Mars againſt him. 

The Duke hearing this unwelcome news, p2eſently paobided loth 
men and p2ovilion, to relilt co p:oud an Enemy. Ferragus accozding 
to his purpoſe, ſuddenly arrived befoze Aquitain even in che very

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City of Aquicaio, and many a bzave Leader on both parts, there loſt 
their lives. the Grant Ferragus himſelf was amongſt tle thickeck, 
gathering himſelf as near as le could unte hig Standard bearer. 
The ehiet men flain in this battle, were ſix valiant Knights, that is 
to ſay, Baudumain, Bond:y, William, Galeram, Anthony, the god 

2arthal, and Gloriam tle bardy: all near about the Due of Aqui- 
tain, and they that had the chief command throughout his Tamp. 
This happening the Chziſtians were fozced to fall back, whereby the 

Juke hini;c1f was begict with Enemies, do that none might come to 

uccour him, yet in the midf of theſe dangers, he bare himſelf mo 
valient, and ſtill cryed, Aquitain, Aquirain, my Noble hearts fight 
on fo2 Aquitain : but in the end, all little availed, Ferragus having 
once gottin a ſight of him, came near, and at laſt teen him 
Puſoner, and led him to his Pavillion, Ferragus having 
thus beſtowed the Dule, came up again io rhe Battle, which fruck 
ſuch an amazement into the hearts of the Thultians, that they would 
have fo:ſalien.the field, eſpecially, becauſe they had loſt the Dule their 
Lozd and Master. Valentine and Orfon ſging them thus to waver; 
came to us with all the ſped they could, cryed out to them with a 
loud voice : Ualſant Knights, and Men of Aquitzin, ſhew pour 
ſelves Men, run not away in time of extremity, for if you do lamen- 


table will be pour repꝛoach: Be hardy and couragious once again, 


let us try the foztunc of the dap. 

Theſe two Knights having thus done ſpeaking, the people began 
akreſh to gather up their (catrered Fozceg, © turned their lozces once 
moe uon tie Sarazens, with a double courage. By this time ty» 
dings was bꝛought into the City that the Duke was taken P2iſoner, 
at which ill News the Lady Fezon lamented moze than all rhe reit; 
ſaping with a heauy heart, ſhedding tears: Alas my Father! now 


is your like in hazard, to! from rheſe Sarazens there is ns hope of any 


mercy. Farewei (war Father (quoth ſhe? J ſhall never hereafrer ſg 
you again, but ſhall le here left ag a dejected Ozphan. Alas: Orſon 
my love, thy long and tedious ſtaying abroad doth mach diſtemper 
me, fo2 if you were here pzeſenr, there would be lome hope to gain 
my Fathers kreedem. 

Valentine all this while is among the thickeſt, hewing fo1th his 
way with his (202d. Orſonon the other Lg. was not idle, fo; he had 
taken an Dath, bat either he would free the Duke from Caprjvity, 
02 leave his boby emengſt rhe ret. Pacolet the Magician and 
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Dwarf, pzomiſed Orſon aid and alli ante at need, and thus all 
bulled, and nigh hand wearied, Orſon put ſpurs to his Yozſe, and 
ran violently thoꝛow the Battle, and eſcaped: Orſon and Pacolet 
being raft danger, hurled away their own Shields, and langing about 
their necks the ſhields of the Sarazens, let kozth with the Image of 
Mahomet in them, and by this cubtilty they j aſled quite thozow the 
Camp of the Pagans, (fo; Pacolet could ſpeak their language right 
well) now are they come unto the Pavillion of Ferragus, wlere the 
Duke lay in bands; thinking to have relcaſed him: But Pacolet per⸗ 
ceiving the number of his Guard to be too mighty fo2 them, le ſu? 
denly taſt them all by his Charms, Into a deadly leep : Being thus 
made tat,be came unto the Duke, & \a'd unto him: Come with ug 
preſently, mount this ho:ſe, foꝛ we are come to ſet yoy free from the 
power of Ferragus ; if pou doubt what Jam, Jam the Knight, 
which in your Hall demanded Wages of pou, and you allgwed me Li: 
berally. Stand no longer to queſtion me, neither fear the power of 
all the Pagans here aTembled, foz J vill ſurely be your guide though 
the Wicked rout, Knight (quoth the Duke) you are a welcome man 
to my did relled hands, and tlerefo:e ſo: your dangerous Enterpzize, 
in working my deliberance, J ſtall give you my fair Daughter Fe- 
zon in Marriage. Inded (J muſt confeſs) J have given her nor 
long ſince, to a Knight, bur he was Wild and Savage, and he never 
had the uſe of {is tongue, but by rcaſon of his long abſence, J fear 
he hath won ſome-8ther Lady, and left my Daughter hug;aind'eſs ; 
but to be ſho:t, take her fo2 this thy Noble ac, and with her J freely 
give thee half of my Dukedom. Thanks, quoth the Knight, ſuch a 
gifr is net to be refuſed ; but let that paſs, and let us make ready fo2 
dur eſcap?,that we may return unto our diſcomfitted Fozces. Having 
thus laid, they all thzee took their way back again thozow rhe Camp 
of the Enemy, without diſturbance. All this while was Valentine 
inthe Army, demanding what was become of his Bꝛother Orſon, but 
when he found no man that could tell him tydings of him, he gzew 
wondous heavy and ſad, fearing very much that be had been Cain in 
the conflict of the Battle. 

Thus palled Valentine from place to place to find out his Bother 
Orſon,and with a reſolute mind ruſhed afreſh into the Battle, and

Rſon having a deſire to try the Conſtanty of Fezon, at laſt re-

Orſon hereat gꝛew wondzous joya!, to hear the wiſe Anſwer of 
Fezon. and took his leave of her, and came again to the Duke, ſay- 
ing; G:eat Duke, J am returned from veur daughter, ko che bath 
given me an utter den tal, ſaying ; that ſhe will never habe other Pus⸗ 
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band than he that conquered the Gꝛeen Knight. Nuoth the Duke, care 
not for her denfal,fo2 ſhe ſhall not rule her own will, but be vou a lit⸗ 
tle patient this day, æ J will talk with her my ſelf. Thanks migh- 
ty Duke (quoth he) J am muth behelding unto you, and Co left the 
Court, and came to the Lodging of his er Valentine, to whom 
he related the whole matter of his p2ocedings with the Lady Fezon. 
Bother (ſaid Valentine) you now know and find her faithful, but 
let us go together to the Palace, fo: J am allured rhe Duke 
will give me god Entertainment. Sir (ſaid Orſon) do as you 
pleaſe : Valentine clad himſelf in rich apparel, æ Orſon put on ns- 
thin but the'Jarket in which he firſt entred into Aquitain, and thus, 
accompanied with Pacolet, they went towards the Palace ; and as 
they came into the gzeat Hall, they found the Duke conferring with 
his daughter, in the p:eſence of his Nobles, ſaying thug unto her: 
Daughter, what moveth rou to neglect my command thus, in rejec⸗ 
ing the Knight, of whoſe love J have made ſrifficiene tryal, for ye 
hath ſaved my like?

telling him beſides, that Pacolet the Enchanter had luddenly bzought 
bim rhirher by Art, rather than good ſpeed. The Emperoz hearing 


ſuch glabſome news from his ſon,cauſed eee throughout 
a 


the City of Conſtantinople. When the Sardzens heard ſuch ſhoutg 
and revelling within the City, they were gzeatly amazed, and every 
one put himſelf in a readineſs. The Souldan round begirt Conſtan- 


tinople, famiſhing up an the Inhabitants moſt lamentable to behold. - - 


At laft theſe tydings came to the Ears of Valentine, and the Gzeen 
Knight, who arming themlelvez, came ints the City, + ſaid, Lozds, 
you well perceive the extremity in which we are in; be yet couragious 
and ſtand to it. and there is hopeg of recovery, wherefoze follow my 
counſel, (ue fo:th ſome number of pou to fo1rage for ſome vicuals, 
whilt J, accompanied with 2000 men, let upon the Sarazens.

end of that days bickering. Andat laft, they eſpying what deſperate 
caſe they lad in, with one conſent ilued kozth, Men, Women, 
P1ieſts, Clarks, and all deg2ees, When the Pagans ſaw their 
multſtudes, they were fo1ced to retire themſelves into theſe Tents, 
and by thit mea!'s the El ziltians obtained all their Pep of viguals, 
and ſafely concevrd ic into the City, although with loſs cf many a

imagin. Friend (ſaid the Emperoz) if thy wozds pꝛeve true, J will 
advance thy Eſtate : Sir, ſaid he, ſhoꝛtly you Hall make tryal of mp 
love and reſpec towards pou: (o he betok him to his Wooden Hogre, 


and departed towards the Souldans Goff, and came rhither juſt atthe - 


infant that the Seuldan came to judge Valentine and the Gzeen 


Knight to death: and how ft was pievented, you ſpall hear in the

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C HAP. XLIII. 
How Facelet by Enchantment, delivered Valentine and the Green 
Knight, out the of bondage of the Sonldan, and how Pacolet cou- 
zened the Souldun when he had him upon his horſe, and inſtead 
of carrying him to Portagal, brought him into Conftantinople, 
V here he was hanged.

Again, Ferragus is in Aquitain, ſo 
that no oppoztunſty would be omitted, therekoze come along with me, 
and tap no longer ts expoſtulate, fo2 upon my hozſe will we ſuddenly 
arrive in Portugal, and bzing you to the fair Ladys ght; Pacolet, 
thou haſt moze gladded mp heart, than all the wo2ldly Treaſure can 
affo2d; true it is, che is the only Woman living that ever J aimed | 
at, but never knew J how to effect my Wiſhes : The Souldan cauſed 
Pacolet to he highly feaſted, ſo on the mozrow they went on towards | | 
their Journep, but mark what followed ; Valentine and the Gzeen | 
night you muſt conceive, were both in the Pavillion, and were right | 
glad that they had gotten a ght of Pacolet, but durſt not make any I 4 
ſhew thereof ; and Pacolet on the other (ide ſhewed himſelf a flatterer | 
to the Souldan, in cating,Þzinking,and revefling at the Souldan's Ta: 
ble, 
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this Guen Knight, and not rather give hin his veſerc, foz of all men 
living he is mot dangerous: firſt, fo2 the wzongs that he bath com- 
mitted againſt his Bother Ferragus, bereaving him of Clerimond, - 

t giving her in Marriage to a Chziſtlan Knight ; next he hath renoun- 


ted his Mahomet : theſe things conſidered, it is fit that he ſhould dye, 


were there no moze men liding. Friend (quoth the Soldan) ts ms2- 
row mo2ning they ſhall both be hanged. Then rhe Soldan comman- 
ded the Pziſoners ts be trongly gnarded upon pain of death, and ſo 
withdzawing him to his chamber, lefr Valentine and the g2en Rnight 
under the condut of thoſe that moſt defired their deaths. 

Fn the dead time of the night came Pacolet unto Valentine, and 
the Gen Knight, and firſt freedthem of-rheir bands, and by Art ſo 
Charmed all their Warders (who flept ſecurely) that he dꝛought them 
paſt all danger.

tious Lady? By Mahomet (quoth the Soldan) thou ſayeſt truth, and 
calling his Chamberlain to make him ready, gave him this Charge: 
Wirrah be ſecret, if my Uncle Bryan ask fo; me, tell him J am gonr 
a little way to diſpozt with Pacolet. Then pacolet took the Soldan 
behind him upon his Moden Hozſe, and turning the Pin, the Hozſe 
roſe up into the Air ſo ſwifrly, that in a little time they were come to 
Conftantinople, even in the Emperozs Palace ; The Soldan perteiv⸗ 
ing Pacolet's horſe ts make a ffay, ſaid thus unto him: Friend, are 


$ we at our Journcys end? pea, and fearnothing, for we arc now in 


Portugal, in the Palace of King ; ec By Mahomet (ſaid the 
Sol 
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ple, and in beholdirig the Pziſoners, faid thus unto the Solden, in 
hearing of all; Sir, how dare you venture your noble Perſon ſo near to 
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Soldan) the Devil hath bonn us bete very quickly. Well (ſaid Po- 
let) enter you into the g2eat Hall of this Palace, and in the mean 


pace J will haſt into rhe Chamber of rhe Lady, and pꝛelently taule you 


to be ought unto her Bed. Do ſo (quoth the Soldan, fog Jam eden 
well near raviſhed with Joy, and ſhall think each minute an hour, till 
I have my deſire. 2 | 

Now fitteth the Soldan in the Fall, attending the coming back of 
Pacoler, while in the mean ſpace, maketh towards the chamber 
wherein the Emperoz lay; being come to the Dooz, he gave a great - 
blow againſt it, inſemuch that the Chamberlain asked who it was 
that thus pzeſumed to diſturb the Empero?'s reſt ? Friend, quoth Pa- 


colet, frar not, fo J am Pacolet, newly come fromthe Soldans Hoſt, 


where J have ſet at Liberty, both Valentine end the Gzeen Kr. who 
were condemned to dye. Beſides, lay unto the Empero?, that J have 
bought along with me the Soldan himſelf to be in Portugal: Where- 


' $0ze he may now be Revenged on him at full, fo! he hath moſt juſtly 


deſerved death. The Chamberlain-told the Empero? all theſe Ty⸗ 
dings, and King Pepin. alſo ; ſo arming themſcvles, they came

thes. The Soldan eſpying them, defended 1imCelf ſo fiercely, that 
he flew the Squire that attended upon King Pepin : this Ac of his 
fired the courage of the King, that he made a blow at him, and felled 
him to the earth. Being fallen,they bound him hand and foot,and in 
the mozning came Valentine and the Gzeen Knight, who finding the 
Soldan there in bands, were very joyful.

hind him; tame unts a window, turned a pin, and (uddenly be arrived 
in the Tent of King Trompart. Being come tlither, he cryed out 


aloud, ſaping ; Eztat Ring lep not, but !affen you Firher, and vou 


thall ſee the pleaſant Lady Clerimond, wlom J have Colcn from A. 
quitain, and with ler Facolets hozſe, Now ſaid-rhe King, J well 


perceive thy lobe: is this the ſiſter of Ferragus ?. Vea, ſaid Adrimain, 
and J fave Colen her away, and alls betrayed Pacolet my fellow ma- - 


gitian, fo he (hall never be Maſter of his hozſe again: Ay, but, leis 
the King, art thou acquainted with rhe manner of his toꝛſe? O 
long unte wozthy King, and by vertut of the pin, bow to govern him. 
Daping thus made this known unto King |rompart, ge thought 
to make experience of the kozſe Himſelf, and taking Clerimond 
bel ind him, would tranſpozt her into his awn covittry, and tere mat:

love, lo whom J endangered my life, and by my Swozd J won her: 

Her J bewail, & her will J recover again if Se be alive, but if J find 

her not, ſhozt and woful will be my days; and ſhe called Pacolet to 

him, © ſaid ; Wilt thou ſerve me, and be my Companion in this un- 
known Task ? Sir, quoth he, willingly, and am ready whenſoever 
pou ſhall ſet fo:ward. Then Valentine made all things in a readi⸗ 
neſs fo2 his departure; and now hath taken Sta and lefr his Trown - 
and Country, only accompanyed with thiee Attendants.

This Gzeatneſs of Orſon fretted Haufray and Henry (of whom 
vou have heard befo2e) ta the heart, ſnlomuch that they plotted meang 
dow to take away his like, ſaying, it was much to their indignity, 
that Orſon ſhould be thus preferred befoze them, being Sons unto 
the King : Surely, ſays tht one to the other, his Glozy cannot long 
endure, fa2 bis own pzide will be his overthꝛow. Ap, but (ſaid Hau- 
fray) underſtand me, we have two Nephews, Sons unto our elder 
Sifter, to wit, Florence and Garnier, theſe are both hardy and flerte, 
and by them methinks ſome Plot might be let on foot again, they 
are ft embers to erecute any Uillany, ko; one is Butler unts the 
King, the other is Uſher unto his pzibate Chamber: Now either 
of theſe may enter into the Kings Chamber, and murder him in his 
Bed, and ſuch a deed being done, it wil! ſurely be laid to Orſons 
charge, fo: he only hath the Guard of his Perſon : Ik this can be ef: 
fected, Orſon will (urcty be condemned to death, andthe Realm whol⸗ 
ly light into our hands. In this it is neteſlary to uſe ſecreſle, 

Upon this reſolution, they ſent fo2 theſe two uments of mur- 
der, to acquaint them with the Treaſon;-and being come, Haufray 
ſaid unto them: Sirs, J and my Bother have laid a Plot to do us 
good, and raite you ro'Yonour ; which tying we chole rather to offer 
unts you, fo2 that you are allied unto us, and therefoze we reſpect you 
befo:e others. Thus it is, you know our Father the King never loved 
us, but hath ever advanced rangers, and left us lightly regarded:

well enough to make him away. Uncle (ſaid Garnier) doubt not but 
that J Hall undertake this Enterpzize. S hoztly after, Garnier on a 
Night, when the King was at Supper, got a knife, and ſecretly en:

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tred into the Kings Chamber, and hid himlelt᷑ behind the hangings, 
When the hour of the Kings going to bed came, he wag attended by 
his Guard and Chamberlain, as the manner wag. The Ring being 
laid, every man departed, dave only Orſon, who conferred with 
the King till he fell al ep: Or ſon ſceing the King allæp, with: 
out making noiſe, left him, and laid himſelf down upon a Pal⸗ 
lat by him. : 

The dead time of the Night was come, whereix Garnier afſaped

ed her ſelf lo valiantly, that he had Cain the two Herons, had they 


not been aſlifted by a multitude of little birds, and the Verons like:

At this Dzeam Orſon awaked, and was much altonie? thereat, ſay⸗ 


ing, the Gods pꝛelerve my bꝛother Valentine from Treaſons, By 
this time the day bzoke, end Orſon ſofily-(ivle our of rhe Chamber, 


fearing to awaken the King. When Garnier ſaw Orſon gone, he al: 
ſo followed ſon after, and tok his way towards the Chamber, 
where he fonad the two Bzethzen, who longeth to hear the news: 
Garnier (quoth they) tei ug what is done: Lo2ds (laid Garnier) 4 


would not do the like again fo? all the Gold in France, æ yet J have / 


not hurt the King, kor kill as J was lifting up my hand to ſtribe, rar 
and hozrour did affright me, that J durſt no moze adventure. But 
J have adviſed me ot another Plot, + have of purpoſe left the knife in 
the Kings bed, and this ir is, we will accuſe Orſon of Treaſon, nd 
tell the King, thereare four Traprozs, whereof Orſon is th: pyin- 
tipal.

Florent wag ſo aſha ned 
herear, that he ran up and down the Field, covering is head with 
his S\ſeld, and Or ſon took pleaſure in chaſing lim: Stay Florent

withal they made a freſh Encounter upon Orſon, and with their 
Swoꝛds laid on ſo luſtily, that the ſtroaks entred his Armoz eg des 
blood; Orſon feeling himſelf wounded, {mote off one cf Florent'g 
Arms: but yet he gave not over.

blood. News cor ing to the Lady lezen, he was glad of Orſon's 
Uicozy;, King Pepin alſo tame, ſaying, Nephew, you have endured 
dangerous wounds. Uncle, quot) Orſon, the Traptozs are vanqu:f- 
ed, & Haufray made Garnier ta confrſs the Treaſon, æ lo killed him. 
Fephews, beware of that Haufray, to: he hath ſurely a hand in it, 
but fo: this time J will hold my peace, The King and the Barons 
returned into the City of Paris, and made gꝛeat joy foz the Uicoyy :

This done, he 
returned into his Realm, but as he was on the Deas, by a Tem- 
peſt he was kozced into the Land of Greece, into a little City called 
Cretophe. 

Within this City by tante was the Emperoz of Greece newly 
arrived then, and he and the Gꝛeen Knight, with ſome other Compa: 
ny rid fozth to ſpo2t themſelves, not knowing of the Pagans being 
there, fell into ihe hands of Brandiſfers Souldiers, and taving got« 
ten them, hated towards the Gates of the City, thinking to have 
ſeized the whole City, but thep found it manfully defended, 

The Pen of Cretophe were veryſo;rowful foz the loſs of the Ent: 
pero2 and the Gzeen Knighr, At laſt they determined to ſend Letters 
unto Belliſant of what had hapntd. and to demand aid againſt theſe 
Pagars. he Lady receiving theſe Letters, was wondzous (ad. and 
ſending fo! their Captains and Men of War, made preparation fo; 
a ſpeedy ret enge. Alſo the ſent fo? her fon Orſon, aud craved aid ot 
her Bother Bing Pepin, Being thus in readineſs, they were-ſent to 
the kuctour of the Emperez: but. Brandifter had (cours abzoad to 
give him not ice of all that hapned,and feazing the kozce of theGreeks, 
and their Py'ſoners lots, they ſtole ta the Sea-(ide; ſo taking ſhip, 
they in a ſhoꝛt time arrived in Lize, in which place they took a 
Calle, wherein was kept his two Daunhters, Rozamord, and 
Galazy, who fo; her beauty had been demanded of kourteen Rings :; 
Brandiffer had pet no meaning to marry her, wherefoze he cauſed her 
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to be kept within this Caſtle, ko; it was the ſtrongeſt in the Land; 
fo2 ft had a Bzidge made by ſuch tunning Art, that but one could paſs 
ata time: at the end of this bzidze two fierce Lyons fad to keep 
the entry into this Caſtle : The Lady Galazy was kept in a Dungeon, 
under which was a Cave, wherein the Empero! a the Gzeen Knight, 


with oth*2 Ci2iſtians, which lad been tiere a long time, were put. 


Where leave we them, and we ſhall ſhew you ſumewhat of. the Lady 
Clerimond, which ſtill remained in Indie. 
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CHAP KI VI. | 
How Cl-rimerdafter the year was paſt, feigned her ſelf mad, be- 
cauſe ſhe would not wed the King of Indi-: And of Zncgr that 
w-uld revenge the death of his Father King Trompart, upon 


the King of /:4je; and how King Lucar in the City of Efclar- 


dy wedded R-/amond the fair daughter of Brendiffcr ; and how 
Valentine depirrted from Eſclaray, to breathe out Defiance; and 
of the anſwer he brought from the Indian King: and how Re- 
ſamond found a way to be taken and led unto the /maian King; 
and how-King Lucar cauſed Brand:ffer toſtay with him, and ſent 
Valentine into Angory againſt King Pepin, and how King Pepin 
took the City of Azgory. 
DU have heard already of the death of King Trompart, who 
ſtole away the Lady Clerimond tipon Pacolet'g hoꝛſe: alls how 


ſhe got pardon fo2 one whole year befoze ſhe would marry, How is 


the time expired, and all this while appeareth no ſuccour fo? her re⸗ 
lief, which the had ſo long expected, rherefoze (p Lady) now is ſhe 
put to her ſhifts, 4 to ſave her Malden⸗ head, ſhe keigned her ſelf ve⸗ 
ry tick, This news came to the Uings Ear, that the fair Clerimond 
was extream (ick, at which he g:cw very ſad, and came to wit her, 
at laſt he would have put his hand upon her head, to have held it, but 
the refufing; took his arm away, and lift up her head her (elf, making 
agns that ſhe would bite him, at which action he wondzed, and g2ew 
much aſtonied thereat. | 

After this ſhe rowled her eres up and down, and made g2ievous fa- 
tes, in ſuch wile, that the Bing got him our of the Chamber, fcar 
ing leaſt ſhe ſhould pꝛove mad. In this manner ſhe abode a long time, 
and ſhe did act the matter lo well, that within fifreen days ſhe ſeemed

Many ways was tryedfo? her recovery, yet none p2evailed: ſo leave 
we her in her Thamber, # return tg Valentine, who with an ardent 
deſire is roved abzoad, accompanied with Pacolet, to findout the Lady 
Clerimond. Long have they travelled to find out the Ladp Cleri- 
mond, and now were they arrived in Eſclardy, which was the King: 
dom of Tromparr, who carried away the Lady on Pacolet's Fonte. 
Being in the City they asked fo92 King Trompart, ſo they told him 
he was flain by the King of Indie, æ that now at this pzeſent, Lucar 
bis Son would revenge his death upon the King of Indie, ⁊ to that 
end he hath newly muſtered uphis powers, and waged many Koyal 
Kings to undercake this War, Then ſpeak Pacolet, who well under:

his daughter in Wedlock. Valentine knowing all this; he honed to 
hear of Clerimord ; and ſo he dei arted and came to Ekclardy, roferve 
King ucar. 

Lucar being in tie City of Eſchardy, thither came Brandiffer with 
E 2 bis 
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his daughter, at ght of whom King Lucar wag joyful, but the Lady 
was (ad, fo; of all other ſhe could never affect him. The Lady was 
led into the Hall, and there married unto King Lucar. Valentine

At laſt Valentine and his company were taken, bound, 
and beaten by the Kings commandment. Now in this Tackle was 
Rozamond, who knew Valentine, and was very ſozrou ful for him, 
and anon ſhe went unto the King, and ſaid: Alas Sir, do this Be.

one Town or Uillage unranſaked, noz ſpare the like of any. Sic 
(ſaid Valentine) all this J ſhall gladly do, although J know it to be 
a dangerous Adventure, 

The Quten Rozamond ſeeing Valentine rcady to depart, entrcd 
into her Chamber and by one of her Damoſecls tent fo2 bim; when he 
tame to her, he ſalured her with g2eat reverence. and ſhe ſaid rs him: 
Knight, you are welcom,fo2 J had a g2eat deſire to \ſ@ you, So had 
Lady (quoth Valentine) ag gitat a deſire to ſee you: fq2 ſince J ſaw 
you, J underſtand your Hus band is dead, and that you are newly war⸗ 
ried again. Lady vou know that fo2 rye love of pou within Anti ch 
J ſuſtained much danger of like: Tis true (ſaidthe Lad»)-+ Jatc⸗ 
knowledge my ſelf gtii/ty ; and it gew only out ot lobe to you. Put 
now hath my father beſtowed me on King Lucar, who is ſo rich above 
meaſure, yrt can 4 rot fancy him, be is a pecadioug Traitoz, and 
fince you entred this Palace, he gzew ſo jealous of you, tl at he lendg 
pou into Indie, truſting you ſhall never return, fo2 never et came any 
back a gain alibe: But J will circumvent him, and det vou free tron 
danger. Theretoze know this, that not long ago the King of Indie 
requeftey me fo2 his Mike, and the truth ig, J lovedhim better than 
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this Traytoz,but my Father croſſed me ſn it: now this Kingof In- 
die in token of lobe ſent me a Rf::g, which hitherto J have kept, and 
not thewey to any ſave your ſelf; but ſeeing I perceive the malice of 
Lrcar towards you, J. will give you that which thall defend you from 
Danger, and make you return a Uinozious Knight ; and though 7 
am aſſured roi have no need ol my love, in that pou have pzomiſed it 
:0 another Lady, yer J cannot fozget my heart, which fo2 your love 
{ſes enthꝛalled. Therekoze when you come bekoze the King of Indie, 
this ſhall vou do. | 

After reverente made, # ſalutations from Bing Lucar, next gzeet 
him from me, as my Love and ſecret Friend, and tell him, that though 
my Father hath given me to King Lucar, yet his love cannot once 
lip out of my bzeaſt, but (ill hath aſſurance, and full hope one day to 
meet with him again, when ag we may enjoy our wiched pleaſures ; 
Tell him allo, that when King Lucar bzingeth his Bolt, J will come 
with him, and then if there be any valour in him, he may carry me 
away whither he will. Now to the end he ſhall not find pour wo2ds to 
be in vain, bear him this King. Lady(quoth Valentine) foz your | 
care, lobe, and god: will towards me, J humbly thank you, t have no 
doubt, but that J ſhall deliver your meſſage lo effecually to the King 
of Indie, that you ſhall ſhoꝛtly receive anſwer thereok. So taking his 
leave, he went to King Lucar, who allowed him ten Marrinerg to 
conduct him over an arm of the Sea, that lyeth between Eſclardy and 
Indie ſo tat having a proſperous wind, the next mozning they arri⸗ 
ved at a Poꝛt two miles from the Palace ef the King of Indie. Then 
Valentine being articed, he dzew fo2th his Horte out of the Sl ip, and 
backed him, and ſaid unto the Marrinerg: Ahide here till my return, 
fo2 it ſhall not be long e're J be diſpatched. One of the Marriners.

Neck, as a man guilty of ſo foul a Deed, to receive ſentence of death 
attozding do your deſert; it you refuſe it (ag a Mellenger) I t»cath 
Deflance againlt you, and tell you that he will ſhoztly come and lav 
waſte pour Land, and ranſack your Domintons. | 
Pellenger, J underſtand thee z let light by theſe his bold rhzeats ; 
and fo: anſwer to this matter, thou ſhalt habe letters wherein Call 
be explained how little we regard his Mensceg, 2 altd how ready A 
am to receive his Fo2ces that ſhall come to whin my Land: There- 
fore leave pou theſe p:oud bꝛags, return to that tho! half co ſan con- 
terningthe fair Lady Rozamond,foz Z moſt of all defire to {rot from 
her. Sir (ſaid Valentine) on her behalf ; ſalute pou as fer lobe, 4 the 
ſendeth pou wozd, that ſhe ſs again ber will married to King bu 
car, Whom the never loved. g gain, the pod; Lady is do burdened wich 
lobe towards you, that if ſc might have her will, you ſhoald Con 
perceive, that none ſhould enjoy ber but you, if you be lo tontent. 
Now ts come et lemewhat nearer, (jc told we that He will come 
hither in the company of the King her Busband, when he raketh up 
Arms to invade peu, and then may you find other means to attom⸗ 
pliſh your defire even as vou would: By Mahomet, ſays the Indian 
Ring, this pleaſeth me extreamly, Sir (ald Valentine) whether 
theſe come from a true heart or ne, J canner tell, but fo; Token that 
all is true that Jlabe ſaid, receive here the Ving which you gave un 
to her, t tho“ wamen move variable, yet methinzg ſhe ſpeaks to vou 


* from ber inward bzeaſt. Friend (quoch he) this is the came King in⸗ 


ded, and my heart is overcome with joy, go che ways in, and take 


- thy repaſt, while in the mean time 1 get the letters rcady, thou ſhalt 


take with the to antwer this Deffance, 
Valentine went in as the Ting commanded, a was highly keaſleg, 
and he ſtill demanded aſter Clerimond, but uld not Hear of Her, By 
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this time came the King, and delivered unto him the letters, and Va. 
lentire raking his leave of him, knew not that his love was in the 
Court, who abode many evil days fo the love of him, and (till deſired 
to hear ſom? news of him. Jn the end he all find her, but he muſt 
ſufer many Tribulationg and hard Atchievements, ag you may af: 
terwards hear moze at large. 

Vaicniine made gzeat halt to be kreed out of Indie, and taking hoꝛle 
be came to the Haven where the Marriners laid; at his coming they 
were amazed, and thought that he had not done his Mellage: Maſters 
(quoth Valentine) fear nothing, koꝛ J habe accompliſhed my Mellage, 
and J am ſafely returned. Then the Faitiners (aid, we much 
mar vel thereat. | 

At theſe wozds he rok Ship, and on the mozrow they were in El- 
clardy. Valentine made no ſtap, but as [on as he had deſcended hig 
Hozſe, he went to the Pallace of the King, finding him there accom- 
panied with Bing Brandiffer, and four teen other Kings that were 
come to the ſuccour of King Lucar, againf the Indian Ring: At the 
return of Valentine they wondzed, fo! the King ſent him ef purpoſe 
never to return, wherefo2e he made Valentine come befoze them all, 
to tell what Tydings of his Pellage.

Her eupon reſolving, be p!eſently put his 
men in Battle array, and ſuddenly iſlued out ef rhe City upon His 
Enemies, ſo that they were not in a readineſs, fo2 they little thought 
the Indian had been lo ferce, but Love made him do it. 

When the King law Brandiffer ozdering his Men in Battle array, 
he lefc his Companies, and with much diligence rode towards the 
Pavillion of. the Ladies : Now when Rozamond beheld it was he, ſhe 
gave all the ceſt of her company the lip, and ran violentiy into his 
Arms, who joyfully received her. The lndian perceiving her gov:

Theſe woꝛzds paſſed as he was riding a⸗ 
way with the Lady Rozamond. At laft rhe Guard of the Maideng 
cams out of the Pavillion, and ran to rhe King, ſaying, Pp Lozd, 
there is evil Tydings, fo! this day you have loſt the Lady Roza- 
mond, fo2 the King of !ndie our utter Enemp, hath ſtollen her hence, 
and is ridden away with her, whereſoze quickly (end your men of war 
t follow him, that they may ſave the hongur of the Queen. Hold pour 
peate, ſaſd Lucar, and talk no moe, fo: he that hath an evil wife, ic 
is well it he can be rid of her, although he had a heaby heart. Akter 
this he went to King Brandiffer, and ſaid, Sir, J have [mall joy of 
your Daughter, who hath lekt me, to run away with a ſtranger, and 
one that is mine Enemy, leaving me in repzoach and ſhame. Faith 
Son (ſaid Brand:fler) be not diltontent at me, fv2 to day J will be 
revenged on him that carried her away,ſs putting ſpurs to his hozſe. 
rid after him, gathering a g2eat company of men. Among the ref, 
Valentine was one, willing to ſhiw his fidelity, who ſaid unto Pacos 
let, now ſhew me by thy Art ſome what. Then Pacolet raiſed ſich a 
Charm which fo afonied the Indians Eye:fighr,that it ſeemed to him 
there was nothing bftozc his Vole, bur Woods, Buſhes, and g2eot 
F | 
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Rivers. At this he was amazed, that he made the Lady alight; 
when the Quen was on the ground, ſhe thought ſhe ſhould Have had 
means to ſabe her life with the King, but Valentine was ſo near to 
her, that he ſaid unts her; Lady, abide, koz you muſt ge with me. 
fo2 that pou have a long time pꝛomiſed me your love. Ah, Valentine 
J owe pou but little love, fo2 once J made lobe unto pou, and you re: 
fuſed me, whereſo2e J was fo2ced to ll another, but ſeeing Jam 
trolled thus, J yield my ſelf as your UaCſal, ſ6 you will make my 
peace with Lucar. | 

Lady (ſaid Valentine) J will da my endeabour; Co he led her to 
Ring Lucar, and ſaidunto him; Sir, bere is the Lady Rozamond 
your wife, whom the Indian Traptor had led away againſt her will, 
to which ſhe was right ſozrowtful : Sir (quoth the Lady) he telleth 
pou true, fo2 ever as the Battel was begun, 4 ſaw one come to me, 
thinking it had been one of pour Barons, that had come to ſuccotir 
me, c without any further enquiry, mounted on bis hozſe : being on 
ho:ſeback,F perceived that then J was betrayed,ſo J ſtruggled « pul- 
led him by the hair, and ſcratched him by the face, & fozcing him to 
let me go, I have by the help of this god Knight eſcaped. Lady (ſaid 
Lucar) vou have well done; and at this p!cſent we have no leaſure 
to enquire further hereof : Co he left the Lady, and returned to the 
Battel. Theyof Indie returned into the City, who had loſt divers 
valiant Leaders, but none lo fretted the Indian at the heart, as did 


- > thelolſs of Rozamond. Alas, Lady, faid he, J babe lailed thee in thy 


gzeate(ſt extremity, but J wag ſurely Enchanted, and on the ſudden 
methought J ſaw Woods, Fields, c Rivers, fo: ſh? was no ſoner 
down upon the gzound, but all was plain and even way befo:e me: 
Valentine had g2eat p2aiſe fo; getting again the Lady, e the ſhewed 
Him a fair Countenance, in that he had ſuccoured ber, but it was 
all feigned, koz ſhe hated him to death, 4 putting up this miſchance 
che watched her time, and in the end accompliſhed her deſire, and 
bzought her Will to Execution.

Hereupon began a cry throughout the Hok of King Lucar, that 
Rozamond was ſurpꝛized, and ſhe wag paſt recovery, This maddey 
Lucar at the heart, and gave our, thar whoſoever would recover her 
out ok his aq ould be made a g2eat Beneſhal: Eicc(ſaidPacolet) 
k vou pleaſe to atchieve dignity, J will ſo wok, that we will ferch 
her back? Nay, (aid Valentine, let her go, once IJ regained her, think⸗ 
ing that ſhe would have been conſtant unto her Busband, but all was 
in vain, The ſame day that the King had her, he lay with her, and 
begat a Son called Rabeſtre, who afrerward had the polleſſion of je- 
ruſalem. Lucar was right ſozrowkul koz the loſs of bis wife, but 
Brandiffer his Father recomfo:ted him, ſaying, Son, take courage, 
andletus now be revenged befoze we depart, but ir fell out other» 
wiſe, fo2 that day came a Mellenger to him, who bzought Him con- 
trary tydings, which was, that King Pcpin of France, 4 the Em- 
pero ot᷑ Greece, was entred his Land, burning end [ſpoiling many 
places, t were now upon the fiege of Angory, in v hich city his Lady 
now lay in Thiid-bed: rherefo:e you muſt p:eſent!y take a courſe to 
reſtrain the fury of the enemy, oz elſe endure ſuch w2ack as were la⸗ 
mentable ro b:7o1d.

Pacolet being tome to the very gates of the City ot An- 
gory, the warders thought him to be ſome Spy, wherefo:e they de⸗ 
manded of him,ſaying, Whither goes thts Fellow ? he looks as if he 
were ſome Spy: tis true (quoth Pacolet) bur J come not ko your 
burt, therefo2e bzing me into the Hoſt of King Pepin, that J may 
Cpeak with my Lo2d Orſon, fo2 J have a matter of g2eat impoꝛt to 
acquaint him with, So they b:ought him into the pzeſence of Orſon, 
who eſpying him, was righr jorous, and ſaid, Pow fares my Bꝛo⸗ 
ther valentine? Then Pacolet told him of all his adventures that 
he had paſſed ſince they ſaw one another, and allo low valiantly and 
wonderfully he had overcome the Serpent, and how he could hear ng 
tydings of Clerimond, & told him that they were nos tome to bear 
Arms againſt them, accompanied with 10000 Pagans, under the 
ton duct of Valentine and Murgalant, and to chaſe you cur of theſe con- 
ines, by the command of Ring Lucar and King Brandiffer, but if, you 
will be ruled by me; J will tend the Pagans ſpoꝛt home.
